MOSCOW -(AP) ~ A Soviet parliament ary commission Satur da y ruled 
tJui£stennfr “decfaraiiaa of sovereign ty” runs counter to die constitu- 
tion, : setting the stage for a posable Kremlin annulment of the Baltic 
republic's action. In Lithuania, another Soviet republic on the Baltic 
coast, activists seeking more autonomy were meeting to decide how to 
react to a decision by focal lawmakers not to directly challenge Moscow's 
control, one activist said (see page $). In an apparent Kremlin effort to 
reassure the country’s IS constituent republics, the council of mink rrrg 
met with their representatives on economic power-sharing, Radio 
Moscow reported Saturday.

Gorbachev said this week’s challenge to Kremlin authority by Estonia was 
part of die ongoing process of "peres troika," his campaign for sodal and 
economic reform.

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Mulroney gets a boost 

TORONTO (R) — Canada's ruling Conservative Party entered the final 
sprint of a tight electoral race buoyed by two opinion polls indicating it 
would win a slim majority in Monday's contest. A Gallup poll released 
Saturday showed Prime Minister Brian Mulroney 's Conservatives with the 
backing of 40 per cent of decided voters against 35 per cent for the 
Liberals led by John Turner. The New Democratic Party trailed with 22 
per cent in the survey conducted Nov. 14-17 among 2,097 respondents in 
the poll, which had a margin of error of three percentage points. Twelve 
per cent of Canadians remained undecided. “I think that Canadians, 
French-speaking and English-speaking, are resolved in growing numbers 
to provide themselves and ibeir families with the security and the 
prosperity that a majority progressive conservative government will 
deliver to Canada." Mulroney told an exuberant rally in Montreal Friday. 
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Kllbl to discuss Lebanon in Libya 

BEIRUT (R) — Arab League Secretary-General Chadli Klibi arrived 
in Libya Saturday for talks with Libyan officials on ways to solve 
L ebano n’s acute political crisis, the official Libyan news agency 
(JANA) said. “I am quite sure that A! Jamahiriya (Libya) will do its 
utmost to ensure the success of an Arab initiative to rescue the unity of 
Lebanon,” JANA quoted Klibi as saying. Klibi has visited Syria, and 
Gulf countries where he discussed the United Arab Emira tes* call for 
aa emergency Arab summit on Lebanon. 

Kuwait sets hearing for carbomb suspects 

KUWAIT (R) — Kuwait’s state security court has scheduled a hearing 
next month for three Kuwaitis accused of helping in a carbomb 
explosion that killed their two brothers, a court official said Saturday. 
The official told reporters the three, Abdul Amir Saleh Monsa Al 
Attar, his brother Maher and sister Lada would appear in court Dec. 
10 in a session initially to be open but later to be dosed. The three will 
be charged with possession of explosives and failure to inform 
authorities of their brothers’ involvement in a July 15187 explosion in 
central Kuwait. An Interior Ministry statement at the time of the blast 
said Mousa Saleh Monsa Al Attar and his brother Mabdi were killed 
in their car while trying to plant an explosive charge. The bomb 
wrecked storefronts and parked cars near a shopping complex, but no 
one else was reported hurt. Local newspapers said the two had 
planned to set off the device at the city’s Air France office, but it went 
off prematurely while they were setting the timer. 

Bavarian elects Strauss successor 

MUNICH (R) — The Christian Sodal Union (CSU), the ri ght -win g 
Bavarian party in Chancellor Helmut Kohl’s coalition, elected Tbeo 
Waigel party leader Saturday to succeed the late Franz Josef Strauss. 
Waigel, 49, the only candidate for the chairmanship, won 1,003 of 
1,020 votes at a CSU convention, the 43-year-oM party’s first ever 
without Strauss, a giant of post-war German public life who was on 
familiar terms with many foreign leaders. Strauss helped found the 
CSU and was party chairman from 1961 until his death six week ago at 
age 73. He was also Bavaria’s premier in the last decade of his life. 

Vassilioii confident of goodwill in talks 

NICOSIA (AP) — President George Vassiliou said Saturday that his 
upcoming talks in New York with Turkish Cypriot leader Rauf 
Denktash and the U.N. secretary-general on reuniting Cyprus would 
be characterised by goodwill and good faith. VassilkHi is scheduled to 
leave Sunday for New York. Vassfliou and Denktash are to meet with 
Secretory-General Javier Perez de Cuellar Nov. 22 to review progress 
in their first round of talks on ending the division of Cyprus into 
separate Greek and Turkish rides. The meeting in New York is also 
supposed to lay tfaegroundwork for a second round of talks. The talks 
begun ufSeptetnber Have “given hope for a solution of the problems of 
our country created by foreign intervention, occupation and the 
^deprivation of fundamental rights of our people,” VassOion was 
quoted as saying by the official Cyprus News Agency. Vassiliou made 
the remarks in a meeting with the new Czechoslovak ambassador, 
Em3 Keblusek. 

Armenians press Karabakh demand 

MOSCOW (R) — Armenians demanding the transfer of a disputed 
territory firom Azerbaijan gathered in the centre of their capital 
Yerevan Saturday ahead of a session of parliament expected to discuss 
the issue, a local journalist said. The journalist from the Ar menian 
news agency Annenpress told Renters the demonstrators converged 
on the city’s Opera Square for the second day running to back their 
appeal for control of Nagorno-Karabakh. The Communist Party 
newspaper Pravda said public transport, factories and institutes in 
Yerevan were paralysed by strikes on Friday but the journalist said 
work had resumed Saturday. The republic’s parliament is due to meet 
Tuesday. 

Syria, Austria discuss military ties 

NICOSIA (AP) — Syria’s defence minister, Lieutenant-General 
Mustopha TIas, conferred Saturday with Austrian General Hans 
Phillip, commander of the Austrian army, on promoting relations 
between the two forces, a Syrian army source said. The meeting was 
.also attended by Austrian Mgjor-General Adolf Radaoer, commander 
of the United Nations peacekeeping troops in tbe Golan Heights, and the 
chief Syrian liaison officer, Mstf.-Gen. Adnan Tayyarah, said the 
source. Phfllxp also conferred with Foreign Minister Farouk AlSharaa 
on current development in tbe Middle East and both Austrian generals 
were received by Syrian Vice President Abdul Halim Khaddam. 
Austria President Kurt Waldheim made an official visit to Syria in 
October. 

Geneva blast remains a mystery 

GENEVA (AP) — Four people remained in hospital Saturday with leg 
injuries and burns as investigators sifted sparse clues tbe day after a 
bomb exploded on a busy sidewalk in central Geneva. Five passers-by 
were injured in the explosion at the start of Friday evening rash hour, 
which shattered the front window of tbe office of the Soviet airline 
Aeroflot, located on the ground floor of a building also bousing two 
Arab banks. The bomb was hidden in a sidewalk wastebasket. The 
police's only immpdiatg suspect was an unidentified mustachioed man 
in his 20s whom a witness saw near the wastebasket before the blast, 
spokesman Marcel Vaudroz said. He said the attack’s target remained 
a mystery. 

Army patrols southern Philippines town 

MANILA (AP) — Armoured troop carriers patrolled a town in tbe 
southern Philippines Saturday to maintain peace three days after 200 
members of a dan aWaAwi a military camp to avenge the killing of 
two of their relatives, a news report said. The government-run 
Philippines News Agency (PNA) said officials were hopeful that peace 
could be maintained in jolo after Defence Secretary Fidel Ramos 
assured leaders of the Tulawie dan that an impartial investigation 
would be conducted into the killings. Initial news reports said that late 
last Wednesday, soldiers fatally shot two members of the dan when 
they resisted arrest on unspecified charges. Eight hours later, about 
200 members of the dan attacked a military camp in Jolo, the 
provincial capital, 960 kilometres south of Manila. One soldier was 
killed and 15 other people, including six soldiers and nine civilians, 
were wounded in the shooting, PNA said. 

Violent anti-Chun protests in Seoul 

p SEOUL (AP) — Thousands of protesters calling for tbe arrest and 
^ execution of former President Chun Doo-Hwan battled police Satur- 
day with firebombs and rocks as they marched through Seoul. Riot 
police fired tear-gas and blocked streets to stop the students, workers 
and dissidents from marching on city haH to demand tbe pu n is hmen t 
of the former president for alleged corruption and human rights 
abases. “Execute Chun Doo-Hwan. Overthrow (President) Roh 
Tae-Woo,” columns of marchers shouted as they paraded through 
the city centre after nightfall. “Return stolen wealth to the people,” 
they yefied. Police armoured vans fired volleys of tear-gas into the 
tonks of fhe marchers to stop them from advancing on city ball. 


Japanese firm briefed on 
investment chances in Jordan 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A delega- 
tion representing the Japanese 
multinational trading com- 
pany, C.ITOH and Company, 
had a meeting here Saturday 
with His Royal Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan to dis-

-in Jordan. 

The delegation members lis- 
tened to a briefing by Prince 
Hassan on Jordan's plans and 
ideas which aim to transform 
Jordan into an industrial state 
in the coining decade.

Israeli troops raid W. Bank 
village, wound 1 3 amid strike 




OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — Israeli soldiers 
raided or clamped curfews on 
nine Palestinian villages and re- 
fugee camps in the occupied terri- 
tories to search for resistance 
activists and 13 Palestinian suf- 
fered gunshot wounds during en- 
suing clashes, news reports said. 

The violence erupted as 
Palestinian businesses and public 
transportation were paralysed by 
a general strike staged to mark 
the death anniversary of a founder 
of the Palestinian resistance 
movement. 

The strike in honour of Sheikh 
Ezzedine Al Kassem, who was 
fatally shot in 1935 by British 
rulers in Haifa, was called by 
underground leaders of the upris- 
ing. It was also endorsed by the 
Muslim fundamentalist Hamas 
movement. 

Streets were deserted in five 
major West Bank cities and 
throughout the Gaza Strip. But 


confrontations with troops were 
reported in outlying neighbour- 
hoods of Gaza City, refugee 
camps and near the West Bank's 
largest city of Nablus. 

Palestinians attacked soldiers 
with rocks in four villages near 
Nablus where the troops came in 
jeep to conduct searches and 
arrests, news reports said. The 
number of detentions was not 
reported. 

The soldiers responded by 
opening fire, wounding nine 
Palestinians, said hospital offi- 
cials. 

Among the wounded was a 
65-year-old woman from Karawa 
Beni Hassan village who was hit 
in the chest, and a 20-year-old 
man from Beit Furik who was 
wounded seriously in tbe chest, 
tbe officials said. 

Israel Radio also reported the 
dash in Beit Furik saying it occur- 
red during a search’ raid by sol- 
diers. 


During the raids in Beit Furik 
and in Beit Imrin, soldiers pat- 
rolling in jeeps ordered residents 
to take down Palestinian flags 
and wipe nationalist slogans off 
walls, news reports said. 

Soldiers also fired live ammuni- 
tion and tear-gas to disperse 
nationalist demonstrators in Nab- 
lus. There were no reported in- 
juries. 

In Gaza, troops shot and 
wounded four Palestinians during 
clashes in the Al Bureij refugee 
camp and Gaza City, an official at 
Ahli hospital said. 

A witness said troops ordered 
residents in the city’s Sabra quar- 
ter to erase wall graffiti support- 
ing the general strike, threatening 
a 15,000 shekel ($10,000) fine to 
any homeowner who refused. 

Soldiers clamped curfews on 
five refugee camps in Gaza and 
restricted entry and exit in the 
Nablus area, the army said. 


Mubarak: Egypt backs all 
resolutions adopted by PNC 


CAIRO (Agencies) — President 
Hosni Mubarak said Saturday 
Egypt supported all Palestine - 
National Council (PNC) resolu- 
tions, the Middle East News 
Agency (MENA) reported. 

‘Some states raised doubts ab- 
out our intentions when we de- 
clared support for the resolutions 
of the PNC and (they) say that 
Egypt did not recognise (the in- 
dependent Palestinian state). 

“We say we supported all PNC 
resolutions, including the crea- 
tion of the Palestinian state," 
MENA quoted the president as 
saying in the delta town of 
Benha. 

Foreign Minister Esmat Abdul 
Meguid said later “Egypt’s sup- 
port for the declaration of the 
Palestinian state is stronger than 
traditional recognition." 

He was speaking to reporters 
after talks with senior U.S. State 
Department official Robert 


Walker. 

The new state was proclaimed 
in Algiers Tuesday at a session of 
the PNC. 

In Israel, the foreign ministry 
said there was nothing new in 
Egypt's support of the resolutions 
and there was no “recognition” 
of a Palestinian state in Mubar- 
ak's remarks. 

But Geula Cohen, leader of the 
small, ultra-nationalist Tehiya 
(renaissance) party said Israel 
should not return the disputed 
border region of Taba to Egypt in 
light of Mubarak's statement. 

Tehiya won three seats in the 
Nov. 1 election and is aligned 
with Prime Minister Yitzhak Sha- 
.mir's right-wing Likud party. 

In remarks carried by MENA, 
Mubarak said Saturday the PNC 
took “very good derisions. It 
accepted U.N. Security Council 
Resolutions 242 and 338, proc- 
laimed a state and a confedera- 


tion with Jordan and renounced 
terrorism. 

“All of these are excellent, 
advanced steps and should be 
exploited in the forward push to 
settle the Palestinian problem.” 

Mubarak said: “I shall hear 
from Yasser Arafat about details 
of the Palestinian council’s re- 
solutions when he visits Cairo. 
We also will discuss future steps." 

Mubarak did not say when tbe 
PLO chairman will arrive. 

Egyptian newspapers had re- 
ported that Arafat was expected 
in Cairo Saturday for the opening 
of a five-day symposium on “Pro- 
tection of religious shrines and 
cultural heritage in Palestine." 

Abdullah Al Hourani, a mem- 
ber of the PLO Executive Com- 
mittee who is attending the sym- 
posium, told reporters Arafat 
hoped to come “within the next

Khomeini rejects U.S.-lran ties 


NICOSIA (Agencies) — Iranian 
leader Ayatollah Ruhollab 
Khomeini, responding to a letter 
from former U.S. President Jim- 
my Carter, has rejected any im- 
provement in Tehran- Washing- 
ton ties, Tehran Radio reported 
Saturday. 

Carter wrote Khomeini stating 
that the release of American hos- 
tages in Lebanon could remove 
one of the main obstacles to 
reestablishing Tehran-Washing- 
ton ties, the radio reported 
In response, Khomeini issued a 
statement through his son Ahmad 
denying any connection between 
Iran and the hostages in Leba- 
non, and adding, “just as I have 
said before, the relationship of 
Iran and the United States is like 
tbe relationship of the wolf and 
the lamb, and between these two 


there can ’ never be reconcilia- 
tion,” the radio reported. 

The radio quoted Carter’s Let- 
ter as saying:” 2 hope that the 
American hostages in Lebanon 
can be released as soon as possi- 
ble; this act would remove one of 
tbe main hurdles in the reestab- 
lishing of friendly relations be- 
tween Iran and die U.S.” 

Fourteen foreigners, including 
nine Americans, are held by 
Lebanese groups believed loyal 
to Iran. 

The letter, dated Oct. 30, was 
received by Khomeini’s office, 
and Iranian experts have con- 
firmed that the letter is in Car- 
ter’s handwriting, the radio said. 

To stop this effort from becom- 
ing politicised in our country, and 
delaying the release of rhe hos- 
tages, a neutral American chan- 


nel must be used, and we at the 
Carter Centre are prepared to 
help in every appropriate man- 
ner." the radio quoted the letter 
as saying. 

The Carter Centre, opened in 
1986, houses Carter's presidential 
library as well as his office and is 
dedicated to research and discus- 
sion of public policy. 

Khomeini said in his statement 
carried by Tehran Radio that the 
letter should be made public “in 
order to prevent any misunder- 
standing.” 

“The tone of the letter is such 
as though Iran is willing to estab- 
lish relations with Amrica, but 
(that) American hostages in 
Lebanon are an obstacle in tbe 
path of the realisation of this 
goal,” Tehran Radio quoted 
Khomeini's statement as saying. 


Pakistanis 
vote to elect 
provincial 
assemblies 

ISLAMABAD (Agencies) — 
Populist leader Benazir Bhut- 
to, pushing to become prime 
minister after her party cap- 
tured a plurality in National 
Assembly elections, sought 
further validation of her popu- 
larity Saturday in provincial 
assembly elections. 

Pakistanis voted for 483 
seats in the assemblies of Pun- 
jab, Sind, Baluchistan and 
North West Frontier pro- 
vinces, three days after giving 
Bhutto’S Pakistan People’s 
Party (FPP) solid victory in 
National Assembly elections. 

In Pakistan, the National 
Assembly, the four provincial 
assemblies and the senate elect 
the president, who is head of 
state. 

Bhutto’s PPP won 92 seals in 
Wednesday's voting for the 
National Assembly. On Friday, 
she claimed she had been 
assured enough support from 
other elected candidates to 
command a majority in the 
237-member National 
Assembly. 

She has refused to name the 
candidates who she says have 
come over to her side, and has 
not said how many seats die 
controls. 

Supporters of rival candi- 
dates Fought using guns, dag- 
gers and sticks, leaving one 
person dead and at least 25 
injured. 

The person killed was on his 
way to a polling station in the 
North West Frontier Pro- 
vince’s Mardan district, the 
official APP news agency said. 

It also said political rivals 
exchanged gunfire in the pro- 
vincial capital of Peshawar and 
police fired tear-gas to disperse 
them. 

The private PPI news agency 
reported supporters of rival 
candidates fought with auto- 
matic rifles, pistols, daggers 
and sticks in the Punjab pro- 
vince town of Multan, injuring 
at least 20 people. 

Another three people were 
injured in a separate dash in 
Multan, PPI said, and two 
were injured in the Punjab. 

A victory in provincial elec- 
tions would increase bargain- 
ing power with independents. 

The regional assemblies con- 
trol key functions such as the 
police, education, health and 
development fluids. Provincial 
deputies also play an important 
ride in electing tbe national 
president and most members of 
the senate. 

The mandate to form a new 
government must come from 
President Gholam Idmq Khan, 
but he is undo* no deadline. 
Bhutto has made dear she ex- 
pects to be the next prime 
minister, which would make 
bo- the first woman leader of a 
Muslim country.

The northern, central and 
southern regions will jointly take 
part in an enlarged seminar which 
will chart the national economic 
and social development policies 
for the coming years.

He emphasised that the plan- 
ning process was continuing and 
could go beyond the com- 
ing years.

The development councils 
should also be entrusted with 
follow-up tasks, especially in pro- 
duction projects, the Prince said. 

Minister of Planning Taher Ka- 
naan addressed the meeting at 
the outset of the session underlin- 
ing the importance of democratic 
dialogue between officials and 
members of the public on all 
matters affecting livelihood, the 
national economy and develop- 
ment. 

The seminar, the minister 


noted, is a stock-taking and an 
assessment of the development 
plans in the Kingdom similar to 
those held earlier to assess the 
work of development councils in 
the central and southern regions. 

Kanaan reviewed the situation 
in the foreign exchange markets 
which led to an adjustment in the 
Jordanian dinar's value and said 
that despite the developments 
Jordan's agricultural and indust- 
rial products had received a great 
boost since they are now in a 
better competitive position on 
foreign markets. 

Curbs imposed on imports 
have led to investors to look 
towards new projects to produce 
consumer commodities for the 
Jordanian market, the minister 
said. 

The minister reviewed areas 
where investment is possible in 
the northern regions of the King- 
dom. mentioning in particular 
those in tourism, agriculture and 
industry. 

Working papers to be discussed 
at the two-day seminar deal with 
transport, water, agriculture, 
municipal affairs, voluntary and 
social development, industry, 
customs, tourism, youth and 
health. 


Iran ‘ready’ for talks 
on rift with S. Arabia 


NICOSIA (R) — Iran said Satur- 
day it was ready for direct talks 
with Saudi Arabia to end their 
dispute which led Riyadh to sever 
diplomatic relations with Tehran 
in April. 

“We are prepared to sit down, 
talk, and overcome the great mis- 
understanding that has been cre- 
ated between us.” Tehran Radio 
quoted Deputy Foreign Minister 
Ali Mohammad Besharati as 
saying. 

Riyadh cut ties after accusing 
Tehran of hostile acts. 

Saudi officials have accused 
Iran of supporting sabotage in the 
kingdom. Riyadh blamed Tehran 
for the riots at the 1987 pilgrim- 
age in which over 400 people 
were killed. 

“We are ready — in view of the 
readiness displayed in Saudi Ara- 
bia and on the basis of recom- 
mendations that have been ex- 
changed — to resume direct talks 
with them and to take serious 
steps to overcome the conflict 
between the two countries, which 
has only been exploited by ene- 
mies.” 

The radio, monitored by tbe 
British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion. also quoted Besharati as 
saying there was no obstacle to 


better relations with other Gulf 
countries. 

Besharati, who toured Gulf 
states earlier this month, said the 
Aug. 20 ceasefire in the war with 
Iraq had cleared the way for 
improved ties with the Gulf 
states. 

“If we expand our relations 
with our neighbouring Arab 
countries the superpowers will 
not have any pretext for their 
military presence...” he told the 
radio. 

“If we create more coordina- 
tion, and especially in OPEC, 
then we can definitely defend the 
price of oil so that we will avoid 
the disagreeable and unpleasant 
situation that exists today in 
prices and production of OPEC 
oil, “In that way. the Western 
industrial countries will not ex- 
ploit the market in disarray." 

■ Besharati said the United Arab 
Emirates had approved the 
appointment of its ambassador to 
Iran, and other countries would 
soon follow suit. 

Saudi Defence Minister Prince 
Sultan Ibn Abdul Aziz said this 
week that Iran must stay out of 
the kingdom's internal affairs if 
relations were restored. 


Savimbi says tacit 
Angola truce holding 


JAMBA, Angola (Agencies) — 
Angolan rebel leader Jonas 
Savimbi says his guerrillas and 
Cuban forces in Angola are 
observing an informal ceasefire 
and conducting negotiations 
while awaiting the outcome of 
regional peace talks. 

Savimbi told a news conference 
Friday at his bush headquarters 
that a delegation of his National 
Union for the Total Independ- 
ence of Angola (UNITA) met 
Aug. 26 in -the Ivory Coast with 
representatives of Cuban Presi- 
dent Fidel Castro. 

The purpose of the talks was to 
turn over two of the 17 Cuban 
officers captured by UNITA dur- 
ing fighting against Angola’s 
Cuban-and Soviet-backed gov- 
ernment. Savimbi said the dele- 
gates also arranged “a tacit 
understanding that if we don't 
harass them, they won’t attack 
us.” 

Savimbi said Cubans had not 


attacked his forces for some time 
but claimed Soviet personnel had 
engaged in fighting. 

“The Cubans are staying be- 
hind. They are not playing a 
major role. They are not visible," 
said Savimbi, whose guerrillas are 
aided by South Africa and the 
United States. 

Savimbi said South African 
President P.W. Botha has invited 
him to a meeting Wednesday in 
Pretoria to discuss tbe U.S.-medi- 
ated peace plan designed to get 
Cuban troops out of Angola and 
end South African rule over 
Namibia. 

Cuba and Angola Friday 
announced their approval of the 
plan. 

The plan provides for the with- 
drawal of an estimated 50,000 
Cuban troops from Angola and 
paves the way for independence 
in Namibia, the former German 
’colony ruled by South Africa in 
defiance of the United Nations.

Gorbachev sees U.S. 
bid to force reversal 
of Afghan withdrawal 


NEW DELHI (R) — Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev said Saturday the United States and Pakistan 
appeared intent on forcing Moscow to cancel its 
troop withdrawal from Afghanistan and scuttle a 
U.N.-mediated Afghan settlement. 


Gorbachev, on the second day 
on an official visit, did not go so 
far as to threaten to halt the 
pullout, but analysts said his re- 
marks lefr the door open for such 
a decision by placing the blame in 
advance on Washington and Isla- 
mabad. 

“It appears that Pakistan and 
the United States find it hard to 
accept new approaches to inter- 
national affairs." he said in a 
speech accepting the 1987 Indira 
Gandhi Peace Prize. 

“Their actions appear to indi- 
cate that they would like to make 
us rescind those accords, even 
though the grave consequences of 
that are obvious." he said. 

Moscow has repeatedly ac- 
cused Pakistan and the United 
States of violating the U.N.- 
mediated Afghan accords signed 
in Geneva in April by continuing 
to supply arms to rebels. 

The Soviet Union earlier this 
month temporarily suspended its 
pullout from Afghanistan, com- 
plaining that the military situa- 
tion has deteriorated as the U.S.- 
backed rebels step up attacks on 
the Afghan army and Soviet posi- 
tions. 

Soviet Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Gennady Gerasimov 
said in Moscow Friday the Soviet 
Union intended to withdraw all 
the remainder of its troops by 
Feb. 15. the date stipulated by 
the accords, “provided the Gene- 
va accords are not finally 
violated.” 

More than half the IU5.000 


strong Soviet force left Afghanis- 
tan by Aug. 15 in the first phase 
of the withdrawal. 

The Soviet leader's comments 
on Afghanistan were the sole 
contentious note in a speech 
stressing his plan — recently laid 
out in the Siberian city of Kras- 
noyarsk — forc/oser political and 
economic links between Asian 
and Pacific nations. 

Earlier Saturday, asked about 
Moscow's wrangle with its Baltic 
republics over demands for more 
autonomy. Gorbachev told re- 
porters that he thought things 
would settle down. 

Gorbachev, on his second trip 
in two years to Moscow’s closest 
ally in South Asia, has sought to 
reassure his hosts that the Soviet 
Union's friendship is as firm as 
ever.

Indian Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi plans to visil Peking next 
month, the first such trip by an 
Indian leader in 54 years. 

A Soviet-Chinese summit was 
"probably not too far away" he 
said, but gave no date.

In an Afghan-rclared develop- 
ment the Soviet military com- 
mand in Afghanistan announced 
Friday new measures against 
Afghan rebels it said were step- 
ping up acts of “sabotage and 
terrorism" throughout the 
country. 

Soviet Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Gennady Gerasimov 
told a news briefing' the warning 
followed a rocket attack on Kabul 
airport last Sunday and the bom- 
bardment of an Afghan army 
convoy near the Pakistan border 
Wednesday. 

Ten Soviet soldiers were killed 
in the airport attack and seven 
journalists — four Soviet, a 
French, an Indian and a West 
German — were lightly wounded 
in the other incident. 

"In connection with the bar- 
barous attacks... the command of 
the Soviet forces declares it has 
taken additional measures to put 
an end to sabotage and terror- 
ism." the statement said. 

“If the armed opposition con- 
tinues escalating military activi- 
ties. the command will have to 
apply other military means at its 
disposal.” it added. 

It gave no details of what mea- 
sures were envisaged.

Mubarak said Egypt will con- 
sult with Jordan. Saudi Arabia 
and other Arab states to give a 
push to Middle East peace 
efforts, "particularly after the 
new U.S. president takes office” 
and after formation of a new 
Israeli government. 

Nigeria's military rulers have 
welcomed the proclamation of an 
independent state of Palestine as 
a step towards peace in the Mid- 
dle East, stale radio reported 
Saturday. 

Quoting a federal government 
statement, the radio said the PNC 
move was "a significant develop- 
ment that could lead to the re- 
solution of the protracted conflict 
in the Middle East.” 

The statement from General 
Ibrahim Babangida's government 
stopped short of adding Nigeria. 
Africa's largest nation in popula- 
tion. to the more than 30 coun- 
tries which have so tar formally 
recognised Palestine. 

In Tunis. PLO Political De- 
partment chief Farouk Kuddoumi 
said the PLO expects more than 
75 states to recognise the newly - 
declared state despite an Ismeli 


diplomatic offensive to dissuade 
them. 

The PLO is launching its own 
offensive, especially towards 
European countries, non-aligned 
and socialist countries and Amer- 
ican public opinion to persuade 
Washington lo give up its bias in 
favour of Israel, he said in an 
interview with Reuters. 

■‘As far as wc can see, recogni- 
tion will come from at least 75 
states, that’s de facto and real 
recognition.” he said. 


Asked to explain a Soviet state- 
ment saving Moscow recognised 
the proclamation of the "state, 
rather than the state itself.

Missile hits Sudanese minister’s plane 


KHARTOUM (Rl — A plane 
carrying the Sudanese defence 
minister was hit by a missile 
Thursday, the slate Radio 
Omdurman reported Saturday. 

The radio said Defence 
Minister Abdul Waged Named 
Khalii escaped injury when his 
plane was hit by a Soviet-made 
SAM-7 missile believed fired by 

rebels shortly after takeoff 
from the southeastern town or 
Wau. 

The pilot managed to control 
the plane with difficulty and 
land it at Wau again, (be radio 
added. It did not identify the 
plane which was also carrying 


several senior army officers. 

Rebels have long threatened 
to shoot down any aircraft 
flying to the south without their 
permission. 


In recent weeks they have 
shot at three civilian aircraft 
landing or taking off from the 
southern town of Juba. 

The rebels shot down two 
civilian passenger aircraft with 
SAM-7s in 1986 and 1987, kill- 
ing 7 5 people. 

Radio Omdurman said the 
people of Wau, 1. 000 
kilometres southeast of Khar- 
toum. dosed shops and staged a 


march Friday to protest at the 
attack on Khalil's plane. 

Khalil, a retired general who 
took the defence portfolio six 
months ago, was on a tour of 
Buhr Al Ghazal region. 

The civil war has caused 
mass starvation in the south of 
Sudan and created three mil- 
lion refugees. 

The attack happened a day 
after rebels of the Sudan Peo- 
ple's Liberation Army (SPLA) 
signed an agreement in Addb 
Ababa aimed at ending five 
years of civil war in south 
Sudan. 


EEC hits Israel’s use of force 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — 
Force used by Israel against the 
Palestinian uprising was excessive 
and its claim that this responded 
only to violent protest was not 
bomc out by the facts, the Euro- 
pean Economic Community 
(EEC) states said Friday. 

Their views were given in the 
General Assembly's Special Poli- 
tical committee by the Greek 
delegate. Grigoris Papadopoulos, 
who spoke of the Palestinians' 
resentment after long occupation 
and Israels "iron fist" policy. 

He said that notwithstanding 
Israeli claims that plastic bullets 
used against protesters were non- 


lethal, a number of deaths re- 
sulted. 

Furthermore, Papadopoulos 
said, military personnel seemed 
to have received inadequate 
training or control. 

The level of force employed by 
the Israeli authorities was exces- 
sive by any standard, he said, 
affirming the EEC’s stand that 
the only way to solve the occu- 
pied territories' problems was 
through peaceful negotiations. 

He said the 12-nation commun- 
ity called on Israel to halt its 
illegal policy of settling the area. 

Papadopoulos said members 
were concerned about restrictions 


on media freedom, the detention 
and harassment of journalists and 
the continued closing of the 
Palestinian Press Service. 


Israel's policy of expulsions in- 
dicated the readiness of the 
occupation authorities to make 
increasing use of that practice 
despite international pressure, he 
said. 


He said the community in- 
creased its cash contribution to 
the U.N.'s education program- 
mes for Palestine refugees by 20 
per cent or about S22 million and 
the total value of its aid this year 
was expected to he $42.8 million. 


Hopes fade for early release 
of kidnapped 1CRC delegate 


SI DON (API — Hopes faded Saturday for an 
early release of Peter Winkler, a Swiss delegate of 
the International Committee of the Red Cross 
{ 1CRC ) . who was abducted in this southern provincial 
capital two days ago. 

"We have searched the whole Sidon region for 
Mr. Winkler despite heavy rains and bad weather 
conditions, but we couldn't find any clue to his 
whereabouts." said Abu Yahya. an official of the 


Popular Nasscrite Organisation (PNO). 

Mustafa Saad's PNO militia has been governing 


Sidon since the outbreak of Lebanon's civil war in 
1975. 

“Our command today cancelled the security 
alert orders which were called after Mr. Winkler's 
abduction. Of course, our security system will 
remain interested in his case, but the major search 
campaign is over.” Abu Yahya added. 

PNO~ militiamen and allied Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) fighters combed through 
Sidon's banana and orange groves and the city's 
'Ain Al Hilweh and Mich Mieh refugee camps for 
Winkler Friday. 

Winkler. 32. was kidnapped by three unidenti- 
fied gunmen Thursday in this port, 40 kilometres 
south of Beirut. 

Previous attempts to release foreign hostages in 
South Lebanon have not always, been successful. 


A week-long search around the southern port of 
Tyre by the mainstream Shi'ite Amal militia failed 
to locate American William R. Higgins who was 
abducted last Feb. 17. 

However, a Swede and u Norwegian working for 
the U.N. Relief and Works Agency (UNRWA) 
for Palestine refugees were released early last 
March. 25 days after their abduction in the Sidon 
region when searchers said they knew where they 
were being held. 

No group has claimed responsibility for Wink- 
ler's abduction. 

PNO and police officials, however, believe the 
Swiss humanitarian activist was kidnapped for a 
trade-off with Hussein Hariri, a 22-ycar-old 
Lebanese hijacker jailed in Geneva. 

Hariri, a member of the Iranian-backed Hizbol- 


luh. hijacked an Air Afrique jetliner and forced it 
to land in Geneva July 24. 1987. He was arrested 


after killing a French passenger. 

In addition to Winkler, 14 Westerners are held 
hostage in Lebanon, mainly by pro-Iranian fac- 


In addition, Fatah-Rcvolutionary Council, the 
Palestinian faction of Abu Nidal, said Nov. 8, 1987 
it was holding five Belgians and three French 
hostages seized aboard a yacht off the Israefi- 
occupied Gaza Strip. 


U.S. court drops deportation of 2 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — De- 
portation proceedings against (wo 
Palestinians accused of having 
links to a Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) group were 
halted Friday, but the govern- 
ment continued to press for ex- 
pulsion of six others in the case. 

The two-year-old prosecution 
has drawn widespread attention 
because the immigrants say the 
government i> trying to deny 
them the free-speech rights en- 
joyed by American citizens.

In a telexed statement received 
bv the Jordan Times Friday, 
the Mujahedecn said based on 
reports from Iran, hundreds of 
political prisoners in Tehran. 
Roodsar, Tabriz. Zanjan. 
Ahw.i.7. Kara;, Broojerd. Sem- 
nan. Arak. Salmas. Khoy.Shahr- 
Kord. and Amol had been ex- 
ecuted by firing squads or hanged 
in recent weeks 

According to these reports. 
Khomeini has personally issued 
the order for the mass execution 
of Mujahcdeen prisoners in fear 
of the overthrow of his rule, 
especially after his acceptance of 
Resolution 59S and the swallow- 
ing of the "poison of peace.” 

The Mujahedecn statement 
said: 

In Tehran’s Evin prison, 
dozens nf prisoners, including 
Hnssan Khonsari seven years in 
prison. Hassan Kcyvnnfar. four 
years in prison. 19-year-old Noor- 
bakhsh. and Massoud Alai Khas- 
too, the grandson of the laic 
Ayatollah Talcqani — a leader of 
the anti-monarchic revolution — 
were executed by firing squad. 
Massoud Alai Khastoo was 
arrested in 1981 on the charges of 


supporting the Mujahedeen while 
17 years-old and was sentenced to 
11 years imprisonment. In his 
seven years of incarceration he 
endured many tortures and spent 
three consecutive years in Evin's 
notorious solitary confinement. 
In Gohardasht prison in Karaj, 
dozens of other prisoners, includ- 
ing Behrooz Behnamzadeh who 
had served seven years, were also 
executed. 
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Four women were publicly 
hanged at Stone Bridge oppo- 
site Saba Inn and in Amok A 
number of political prisoners, in- 
cluding Hamzeb Mahjoob. a 
close relative Hojaioleslam 
Jalal Ganje’i — an anti-Khomeini 
clergyman and a member of the 
National Council of Resistance — 
were also executed in Roodsar. 
Mahjoob was arrested on the 
charge of supporting the Mujahe- 
deen in 1982 while 16 years-old 
and spent six years in prison, 
enduring the most severe tor- 
tures. without ever being tried. 

Also, 38 other political prison- 
ers in Tabriz were executed in 
the past two weeks. 

At the same time, 25 people 
were executed in Zanjan. 
Another 16 people were executed 
in Ahwaz. 

Another 40 political prisoners 
have been transferred from Lahi- 
jan prison to the prison in Cha- 
loos for execution. At present 
there is no information available 
on their fate.

Iraqis asked to surrender illegal weapons 


BAGHDAD (R) — The Iraqi government asked its citizens Friday 
to hand in weapons obtained illegally during the eight-year war 
with Iran. Arms and ammunition should be surrendered to police 
stations or ruling Baath Party offices as part of efforts to secure 
comprehensive peace and to stop violent incidents, a government 
statement read on television said. 


Iranian PoWs pay homage at Iraqi shrines 


KARBALA (.AP) — Around 100 Iranian prisoners of war (PoWs), 
dressed in yellow tracksuits. Friday worshipped at the gold-and- 
silver shrine of Imam Hussein in this holy city. Many of the PoWs 
wept as thev kissed the silver structure forming the tomb of the 7th 
century leader. After finishing their prayers and chanting religious 
verses the Iranians were taken to another shrine 70 kilometres 
away at Najaf. The three bus-loads of Iranian prisoners were 
escorted bv military police and plainclothes security men. An army 
officer with the escort said the tour to Karbala and Najaf was 
staged for humanitarian reasons before the prisoners are repatri- 
ated to Iran.

Unconfirmed 
Western reports say it bought Chinese-built MiG Fighters in 1987. 
"God willing, the air force will become one of the most powerful in 
the region." Rafsanjani said at Dezful air base in southwest Iran. 
The London-based International institute for Strategic Studies 
estimated Iran had 69 serviceable combat aircraft last year.

TEL AVIV (AP) — Three Israeli prisoners were found dead in 
their cell Friday after apparently overdosing on drugs smuggled 
inro the prison, officials said. Two other inmates sharing the cell at 
Damoun prison were found unconscious, but later recovered, said 
Johnny Tester, a spokesman for the prisons service. AH five were 
j found lying in their beds when guards checked the cell at S:I5 a.m.. 
Tester said. Two other inmates sharing (he cel) escaped unharmed 
and were being interrogated by police. Tester said. Tester noted 
that the seven men were heing held in a special section set aside for 
prisoners whose lives had been threatened, usually because they 
served as informants.

UNDP gives $25,000 to finance 
traditional handicraft project 


AMMAN (Petra) — The United 
Nations Development Program- 
me (UNDP) has grunted Jordan 
$25,000 to help it finance part of a 
traditional handicraft project 
which is being implemented by 
the Queen Alia Social Welfare 
Fund (QAF) in the Karak region. 

The project aims to develop 
local traditional crafts as part of 
the Jordanian cultural heritage, 
and ro train local women in 
southern Jordan in traditional 
skills and to produce different 
items which, when marketed in 
Jordan and abroad, will provide 
revenues for their families and 
improve their living standards, 
according to a statement issued 


upon the signing of the grant 
agreement. 

Her Royal Highness Princess 
Basma. who is president of the 
OAF's board of trustees, 
attended the signing ceremony at 
the UNDP office in Amman. 

According to ihe statement, 
the grant was made in recognition 
of QAF by the United Nations as 
the bcsL non-governmental orga- 
nisation to offer such services to 
local communities in 1988. 

The agreement was signed for 
the QAF by a member of the 
fund's board of trustees. Walid 
Asfour. and for the UNDP. Mr. 
Ali Atiqa. U.N. resident repre- 
sentative in Jordan. 


Following rhe signing ceremony. 
Atiqa said that the grant was a 
token gift to encourage all orga- 
nisations to promote social and 
voluntary work in the Kingdom. 

"The UNDP is delighted to see 
Jordan among a few developing 
nations conducting such activity 
on a large scale, and the QAF is 
regarded as a pioneer in en- 
deavours designed to promote 
women's capabilities and poten- 
tials to serve their communities," 
Atiqa noted. 

The annual prize is annually 
granted to a non-governmental 
organisation that contributes to- 
wards the development of local 
communities.

Seminar on management of water resources opens 

Jordan expected to need 

266m. cubic metres of 
water by the year 2005 


AMMAN (Petra) — Jordan is expected to require 
nearly 266 million cubic metres of water for annua! 
consumption by the year 2005 and therefore the 
Ministry of Water and Irrigation has to intensify its 
efforts to provide sufficient, amounts through pros- 
pecting for new resources, according to Minister of 
Water and Irrigation Ahmad Dakhqan Saturday. 


"Jordan’s needs of water can 
be met through additional arte- 
sian wells, the construction of 
dams and research on means of 
recycling treated water, the minis- 
ter" told"a regional seminar which 
opened in Amman to discuss 
management of water resources 
in urban regions. The speech was 
delivered on his behalf by a 
senior ministry official who re- 
viewed the ministry's program- 
mes to supply water to all regions 
and to lay sewerage systems in 
various parts of trie Kingdom. 

At present nearly 99 per cent of 
the population in the Kingdom 
receive water from water net- 
works in the urban regions and 96 
per cent in the rural regions 
receive supplies from water net- 
works. While nearly 70 per cent 
of the population will have their 
homes linked to sewerage sys- 
tems by 1990, the minister said in 
his speech. 

These achievements were real- 
ised in Jordan despite rhe coun- 
try's meagre water resources and 
poor rainfall, he said. 

According to the minister only 
100 millimetres of rain water fall 
annually on desert and southern 
areas of the Kingdom, and 600 
millimetres in northern and west- 
ern areas. 


A 19is7 estimate of Jordan "s 
water production was put at 150 
million cubic metres mainly 
drawn from underground, the 
minister noted. 

Dakhqan said that nearly 50 
per cent of the total amount of 
water used for irrigation is lost on 
the way to the fields either 
through leakage in the pipelines, 
or evaporation. 

The minis! r>' has introduced a 
system by which it imposes higher 
rates on major users of water thus 
curtailing excessive consump- 
tion. and is continually conduct- 
ing maintenance on networks to 
prevent any loss through leakage. 
Dakhqan said. 

Health Minister Zaid Hamzeh 
delegated the direcror of his 
ministry's Department of Primary 
Health Care to deliver his speech 
in which he stressed the need to 
supply all citizens with sufficient 
potable water. 

"Drinking water helps to main- 
tain a healthy community and 
enables the country to raise its 
social and economic standards." 
the minister said in his speech. 

Indeed he said provision of 
fresh water to all people is one 
important element in the World 
Health Organisation's (WHO) 
endeavours ~ to achieve primary 


health care to ail people by the 
year 2001.1. 

"The different state depart- 
ments are not the only parties 
that should be involved in ensur- 
ing water supplies to all regions. 
This is a national effort that 
requires cooperation from all sec- 
tors. The Health Ministry can 
help by testing water samples and 
ensuring potable supplies for 
citizens." the minister noted. 
Hamzeh cautioned that there 
should be a rationalisation of 
water consumption and mainte- 
nance of networks if national 
efforts to provide sufficient water 
supplies are to achieve success. 

A representative of the World 
Health Organisation, which is 
sponsoring the seminar in coop- 
eration with Jordan and the 
World Bank, said that nearly half 
hospitalised patients in the world 
suffer from one form of disease or 
another related to water. "There- 
fore proper management of water 
resources and distribution has be- 
come essential not only to save a 
precious source of life but to saw 
humans from catching any dis- 
eases." 

A World Bank representative 
who addressed the seminar later 
said that the meeting will try to 
focus attention on information 
that can help national authorities 
draw up sound water policies. 

The three-day seminar will dis- 
cuss the most proper types of 
pipes to be used in water net- 
works. the most efficient ways to 
lay water systems, corrosion of 
pipes, water policies, means to 
stem leakage from water systems 
and speciaf studies on water re- 
sources. 


AMMAN (Petra, J.T.) — Minis- 
ter of Education Thouqan Hinda- 
wi will go to London Sunday at 
the head of a delegation on an 
official visit to the United 
Kingdom.

Tunis meeting to probe 
Arab transport networks 


Speaking on the eve of his 
departure for Tunis to head Jor- 
dan's delegation. Haj Hassan said 
that ministers will also give atten- 
tion to a number of proposals 
designed to give momentum to 
the transport development pro- 
cess in view of its importance to 
national economies. 

Ways to facilitate transport and 
travel and the flow of goods 
among Arab countries by land, 
air and sea will be reviewed at the 
meeting which will be attended by 
transport and communications 
ministers from Arab countries, 
the minister noted. 

The meeting, he said- is ex- 
pected to find ways to boost the 
work of Arab maritime carriers 
whose fleets are essential ele- 
ments in the process of develop- 
ment, and whose services can 
replace those of foreign fleets. 

Cooperation among transport 
companies, means of stemming 
maritime fraud and an Arab cor- 
poration to classify vessels will he 
among the other topics to be 
taken up by the three day meet- 
ing. according to Haj Hassan. 

He said that the ministerial 
meeting will elect an executive 
committee on pan-Arab transport 
to serve for the coming two years. 

Meeting on phosphates 

Also on Saturday Haj Hassan 
chaired a meeting at his office to 
discuss proper measures to en- 
sure the flow of sufficient quanti- 
ties of phosphate mined in south- 
ern Jordan to rhe port city of 
Aqaba for export.

The meeting was attended by 
the directors of the Jordanian 
Ports Corporation, the Aqaba 
Railway Corporation and the Jor- 
d an -Iraq Land Transport Com- 
pany and the Syrian-Jordanian 
Land Transport Company, as 
well as representatives of the 
Jordan Phosphate Mines Com- 
pany. 

The meeting discussed also the 
question of Transporting goods 
imported by other Arab countries 
via Aqaba. 

At its recent board meeting 
here the Iraq-Jordan Land Trans- 
port Company announced it will 
assign 90 (up from 30) trucks to 
be employed in the process of 
transporting Jordanian phosphate 
from Hassa, Abiad and Shidieh 
mines in southern Jordan to 
Aqaba. 

The Minister of Transport ear- 
lier introduced measures by 
which all trucks arriving at Aqaba 
to transport goods imported 
through Aqaba should first make 
at least one trip to the mines to 
transport a load of phosphate for 
export. 


Education spending in 

Ma’antopsJD 972,000 


AMMAN (Petra) — Jordan will 
take part in the Arab League 
ministerial meeting on transport 
in the Arab World which is due to 
open in Tunis on Nov. 22 and will 
be represented at the meeting by 
Minister of Transport and Tele- 
communications Khaled Al Haj 
Hassan. 

Haj Hassan said Saturday that 
the ministers will review a host of 
questions pertaining to the trans- 
port sector and will dwell on a 
pan-Arab transport strategy de- 
signed to unify and integrate 
means of transport in the Arab 
World.

He sa'J the ministry's various 
departments, working in coop- 
eration with the privaie sector, 
have produced a number of plays 
which were presented in Jordan 
and abroad and featured in the 
Baghdad, Damascus and the 
cairo theatre festivals. 


MA’AN (Petra) — The total 
actual spending on educational 
projects in Ma’an Governorate 
last year amounted to JD 972,000, 
according to the department 
director in a statement to the 
Jordan News Agency, Petra.

THE PLURALITY that Benazir Bhutto's party won in this 
week's general elections in Pakistan is by no means an 
accident or a fluke.

The people 
have made their choice and it is up to Muslims and Arabs, 
who have long-rooted relations with Pakistan, and the 
international community', to extend a welcoming hand to the 
new leader in Islamabad and help the country to continue its 
service in the Arab and Muslim cause and international 
detente and cooperation.

ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 


A1 Ra'i Arabic daily Saturday said prospects for convening an 
international Middle East peace conference have increased now- 
following the Arab Nation’s endeavours to bolster the stand of the 
PLO as a legitimate representative of the Palestinian people and 
following the successful efforts to end the Gulf war. The Palestine 
National Council's announcement of an independent Palestinian 
state, recognising the U.N. Security Council Resolutions 242 and 
338 as a basis for establishing peace has also contributed to 
current efforts and consultations towards convening the projected 
conference, the paper noted. It said that Israel of course 
continues to object such a conference because it is determined to 
obstruct all paths leading to a just and durable peace because this 
is compatible with the Zionist strategy. The American position 
seems todatc to be still under the influence of Israel’s ideas, 
as Washington continues to reject the projected conference, the 
paper added. Therefore, it said, there is no alternative to 
doubling the Arab World's efforts at all fronts for the sake of 
ensuring an international conference that would put an end to the 
conflict in the Middle East recion. 


The Editor of AI Ra’i daily writes on the situation in Sudan where 
one of its political parties has drawn up plans for peace with the 
leaders of the rebel forces. Perhaps the question of southern 
Sudan and the rebellion going on there is the most significant 
issue that requires settlement To help Sudanese people to devote 
their time and efforts to rebuilding the country following years of 
drought, famine and in the wake of an invasion of locusts, says 
Rakan AI Majali. The step taken by the Sudanese Unionist 
Democratic Party which is spearheading the efforts for peace, has 
won support and warm welcome from all the Sudanese people 
who see in it as a constructive step leading to the end of many of 
the country's problems, the writer points out. Tbc fact that 
Ethiopia is taking part in the current peace efforts between the 
two sides, the writer adds, indicates that any agreement would be 
respected by warring factions and their neighbours, a step that can 
ensure lasting peace. 

AI Dustour daily wrote Saturday on the situation in the occupied 
Arab territories describing Israel’s current inhuman practices as a 
link in a series of actions designed to evict the Arabs from their 
homeland in Palestine. To do this. Israel plans first to stifle the 
on-going uprising for good with inhuman practices, especially as 
the extremist elements in the Israeli leadership are now at the 
helm, directing operations against the Arab population, the paper 
noted. Israel’s inhuman actions are particularly stepped up now- 
following the proclamation of the independent Palestinian state, 
the paper added.

Reduce debt servicing 


ACCORDING to official statistics. Jordan's external debt stands 
at $3.3 billion. Adding military, private sector and other debts puts 
the figure in the neighbourhood of $5 to 6 billion. This is not a 
huge figure in comparison with debts of other developing 
countries, but it is not a light burden in relation to the small 
Jordanian economy. 

The capital account in the balance of payments indicates that 
debt service during the last three years averaged JD 213 million or 
S650 million a year. This is quite a big amount because it swallows 
16.5 per cent of the gross receipts in foreign currencies from all 
current sources, including exports of goods and sendees, expatri- 
ates remittances, and Arab aid. It is also equivalent to 11.5 per 
cent of the gross national product (GNP). or 14.5 per cent of gross 
domestic product (GDP). 

The volume of Jordan's external public debt, like the debt of all 
developing countries, is growing even without new withdrawals 
from loans, because of the rise in the exchange rate of foreign 
currencies which results in an increase in the burden of debt 
service measured in local currency. 

The government has a declared policy towards external public 
debt. The policy stipulates no withdrawal of new loans in excess of 


repayments of old loans. Such policy, if adhered to. would halt 
the growth of external debts, and reduce the outstanding debts. 
The government has also announced that it would continue to 
service the debts and pay all commitments on time. Such policy, if 

adhered to. will maintain the credit worthiness of the 
country in the international markets. 

Other additional points arc in order. The shifting towards 
internal borrowing is no solution. Domestic borrowing has almost 
the same effect. The banking system could not acquire more 
governmental assets except at the expense of liquidating foreign 
assets. The deficit in the hudger, under relative .stability in money 
supply, must be translated into a balance of payments deficit. 
There is no cure to the deficit in the current account without 
having the budget deficit under control. 

On the other hand the picture should be completed by including 
all other external debts. There is no reason to shy away from 
stating the military debts incurred lo arm our forces, which must 
be an Arab responsibility. Private sector loans are also part of the 
external debt, even when they arc not guaranteed by the 
government. Only short term credit can be excluded because it is 
automatically renewable under normal circumstances.

The birth of the State of Palestine 


The following is the full text of the Palestine National Council 
declaration of independence issued Nov. 15 


in the name of God. the Compassionate, the Merciful 

DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE 


PALESTINE, the land of ihe three monotheistic faiths, is where 
the Palestinian Arab people was bom. on which it grew, 
developed and excelled. The Palestinian people was never 
separated from or diminished in its integral bonds w-ith Palestine. 
Thus (he Palestinian Arab people ensured for itself an everlasting 
union between itself, its land and its history. 

Resolute throughout that history, the Palestinian Arab people 
forged its national identity, rising even to unimagined levels in its 
defence, as invasion, the design of others, and the appeal special 
to Palestine's ancient and luminous place on that eminence where 
powers and civilisations arc joined... All this intervened thereby 
to deprive the people of its political independence. Yet the 
undying connection between Palestine and its people secured for 
the land its character, and for the people its national genius. 

Nourished by an unfolding series of civilisations and cultures. 
inspired by a heritage rich in variety and kind, the Palestinian 
Arab peopje added to its stature by consolidating a union between 
itself and its patrimonial Land. The call went out from Temple. 
Church, and Mosque that to praise the Creator, to celebrate 
compassion and peace was indeed the message of Palestine. And 
in generation after generation, the Palestinian Arab people gave 
of itself unsparingly in the valiant battle for liberation and 
homeland. For what has been the unbroken chain of our people’s 
rebellions but the heroic embodiment of our will for national 
independence? .And so the people was sustained in the struggle to 
stay and to prevail. 

When in the course of modern times a new order of values was 
declared with norms and values lair for all. it was the Palestinian 
Arab people that had been excluded from the destiny of all other 
peoples "by a hostile array of local and foreign powers. Yet ag3in 
had unaided justice been revealed as insufficient to drive the 
world's history along its preferred course. 

And it was the Palestinian people, already wounded in its body, 
that was submitted lo yet another type of occupation over which 
floated the falsehood that "Palestine was a land without people.” 
This notion was (aisled upon some in the world, whereas in 
Article 22 of the Covenant of the League of Nations (1919) and in 
the Treaty of Lausanne (1923). the community of nations had 
recognised that all the Arab territories, including Palestine, of the 
formerly Oi roman provinces were to have granted to them their 
freedom as provisionally independent nations. 

Despite the historical injustice inflicted on (he Palestinian Arab 
people resulting in their dispersion and depriving them of their 
right to self-determination, following upon U.N. General Assem- 
bly Resolution 181 (1947). which partitioned Palestine into two 
states, one Arab, one Jewish, vet it is this resolution that still 
provides those conditions of international legitimacy that ensure 
the right of the Palestinian Arab people to sovereignty and 
political independence. 

By stages, the occupation of Palestine and parts of other Arab 
territories by Israeli forces, the willed dispossession and expulsion 
from their ancestral homes of the majority of Palestine’s civilian 
inhabitants was achieved by organised terror: those Palestinians 
who remained, as a vestige subjugated in its homeland, were 
persecuted and forced to endure ihe destruction of their national 
life. 

Thus were principles of international legitimacy violated. Thus 
were the Charier of the United Nations and’ ns resolutions 
disfigured, for they had recognised the Palestinian Arab people’s 
national nghts. including the right of Return, the right to 


Independence, the right to sovereignty over territory and home- 
land. 

In Palestine and on its perimeters, in exile distant and near, the 
Palestinian Arab people never faltered and never abandoned its 
conviction in its rights of Return and Independence. Occupation, 
massacres and dispersion achieved no gain in the unabated 
Palestinian consciousness of self and political identity, as Palesti- 
nians went forward with their destiny, undeterred and unbowed. 
And from out of the long years of trial in ever-mounting struggle, 
the Palestinian political identity emerged further consolidated and 
confirmed ... And the collective Palestinian national will forged 
for itself a political embodiment, the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation, its sole legitimate representative, recognised by the 
world community as a whole, as well as by related regional and 
international institutions. Standing on the very rock of conviction 
in the Palestinian people's inalienable rights, and on the ground of 
Arab national consensus, and of international legitimacy, the 
PLO led the campaigns of its great people, moulded into unity 
and powerful resolve, one and indivisible in its triumphs, even us 
it suffered massacres and confinement within and without its 
home. And so Palestinian resistance was clarified and raised into 
the forefront of Arab and world awareness, as the struggle of the 
Palestinian Arab people achieved unique prominence among the 
world’s liberation movements in the modern era. 

The massive national uprising, the "intifada”, now intensifying 
in cumulative scope and power on occupied Palestinian territor- 
ies. as well as the unflinching resistance of the refugee camps 
outside the homeland, have elevated consciousness of the 
Palestinian truth and right into still higher realms of comprehen- 
sion and actuality. Now at last the curtain has been dropped 
around a whole epoch of prevarication and negation. The intifada 
has set siege to the mind of official Israel, which has for loo long 
relied exclusively upon myth and terror to deny Palestinian 
existence altogether. Because of the intifada and its revolutionary 
irreversible impulse, the history of Palestine has therefore arrived 
at a decisive juncture. 

Whereas the Palestinian people reaffirms most definitively its 
inalienable rights in the land of its patrimony: 

Now by virtue of natural, and the exercise of those rights 
historical ’and legal right anti the sacrifices of successive genera- 
tions who gave of themselves in defence of the freedom and 
independence of their homeland: 

In pursuance of resolutions adopted by Arab Summit Confer- 
ence and relying on the authority bestowed by international 
legitimacy as embodied in the resolutions of the United Nations 
Organisation since 1947: 

And in exercise by the Palestinian Arab people of its right to 
self-determination, political independence; and sovereignty over 
its territory. 

The Palestine National Council in the name of Clod, and in the 
name of the Palestinian Arab people; hereby proclaims the 
establishment of Ihe State of Palestine on our Palestinian territory 
with its capital Jerusalem (Al-Quds Ash Sharif). 

The Stale of Palestine is the state of Palestinians wherever they 
may be. The stale is for them to enjoy m it their collective 
national and cultural identity, theirs to pursue in it a complete 
equality of rights. In it will be safeguarded their political and 
religious convictions and their human digmry by means of a 
parliamentary democratic system of governance, itself based on 
freedom of expression and tite freedom (o form parties, the rights 
of minorities will duly be respected by the majority, as minorities 
must abide by decisions of the majorities. Governance will be 
based on principles of social justice, equality and non -discrim illa- 
tion in public rights of men or women, on grounds of race, 
religion, colour or sex under the aegis of a constitution which 
ensures lhc rule of law and an independent judiciary. Thus shall 
these principles allow no departure fioni Palestine’s age-old 
spiritual and civiiisationai heritage of tolerance and religious 


coexistence. 

The Stare of Palestine is an Arab state, an integral and 
indivisible part of the Arab Nation, at one with that nation in 
heritage and civilisation, with it also in its aspiration for 
liberation, progress, democracy and unity, the State of Palestine 
affirms its obligation to abide by the Charter of the League of 
Arab States, whereby the coordination of the Arab states with 
each other shall be strengthened. It calls upon Arab compatriots 
to consolidate and enhance the emergence in reality of our state, 
to mobilise potential, and to intensify efforts whose goal is to end 
Israeli occupation. 

The State of Palestine proclaims its commitment to the 
principles and purposes of the LJmted Nations, and to the 
Universal Declaration of Human Rights. It proclaims its commit- 
ment as well to the principles and policies of the Non-Aligned 
Movement. 

It further announces itself to he a peace-loving state, in 
adherence to the principles of peaceful co-existence. It will join 
with all state* and peoples in order to assure a permanent peace 
based upon justice and the respect of rights so that humanity's 
potential for well-being may be assured, on earnest competition 
for excellence be maintained, and in which confidence in the 
future will eliminate fear for those who are just and for whom 
justice is the only recourse. 

In the context of its struggle for peace in the Land of Love and 
Peace, the State of Palestine calls upon the United Nations to 
bear special responsibility for the Palestinian Arab people and its 
homeland. It calls upon .i’ll pcucc-and freedom-loving peoples and 
states to assist it in the attainment of its objectives, to provide it 
with security, to alleviate the tragedy of its people, and to help it 
terminate Israel's occupation of the Palestinian territories. 

The State of Palestine herewith declares that it believes in the 
settlement of regional and international disputes by peaceful 
means, in accordance with the U.N. Charter and resolutions. 
Without prejudice to its natural right to defend its territorial 
integrity and independence, it therefore rejects the threat or use 
of force, violence, and terrorism against its territorial integrity, or 
political independence, as it also rejects their use against the 
territorial integrity of other states. 

Therefore, on this day unlike all others. Nov. 15. 1988. as we 
stand ai the threshold of a new down, in all honour and modesty 
we humbly bow to the sacred spiriis of our fallen ones, Palestinian 
and Arab’ by the purity of w hose sacrifice for the homeland our 
sky has been illuminated and our Land given life. Our hearts are 
lifted up and irradiated by the light emanating from the much 
blessed intifada, from those who have endured and have fought 
the fight of (he camps, of dispersion, of exile, from those who 
have borne tile standard of freedom, our children, our aged . our 
>outh. our prisoners, detainees and wounded, all those whose ties 
. to our sacred soil are confirmed in camp, village and town. We 
render special tribute to that brave Palestinian woman, guardian 
of sustenance and life, keeper of our people’s perennial flame. To 
the souls of our sainted martyrs, to the whole of our Palestinian 
Arab people, jo aJI free and honourable peoples everywhere, we 
pledge that our struggle shall be continued until the occupation 
ends, and the foundation of our sovereignty and independence 
shall be fortified accordingly. 

Therefore, wc call upon our grc.it people to rally to the banner 
of Palestine, to cherish and defend it. so that it may forever be the 
symbol of our freedom and dignity in that homeland, which is a 
homeland for the free, now and always. 

In the name of God, the Compassionate, the Merciful. 
"Say: O God. Master of the Kingdom. Thou givest the Kingdom 
to whom Thou will, and seizes t the Kingdom from whom Thou 
wilt. Thou exaltcM whom Thou wilt, and Thou abases! whom 
Though wilt; in Thy hand is the good: Thou art powerful over 
everything."

WASHINGTON — In ihe ashes 
of a lost Democratic presidential 
campaign. Jes.-e Jackson heads 
toward the next one strengthened 
by new rules and a new role. 

Next time. Jackson will begin 
as the Democrat to neat — which 
is what somebody almost certain- 
ly will do. The odds weigh heavily 
against the nomination of a black 
man in IV92. in a party that at 
times shrank from the word

WASHINGTON — President- 
elect Bush reached far outside 
Washington to pick rightwinger 
John Sununu. 49-ycar-old gov- 
emor of New Hampshire, for the 
powerful, sensitive post of White 
House chief of staff.

within his own inner circles and 
aroused sonic concern among 
American Jewish leaders. 

Sununu, who is Lebanese on

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The Hijaz Railway steaming 
ahead with revival dreams

A CLOUD of steam crystallises 
into ice in the. winter air: the 
impatient chug of a hissing engine 
mingles with the strange sounds 
of the endless sand dunes of the 
desert: an air horn produces a 
pleasant yet (indefinable musical 
melody cutting across the clicke- 
ty-dack of wheels on steel; the 
rasp of wagon couplings as they 
turn a sharp bend. Imaginations 
uim vivid and minds are trans- 
ported into a new world of 
memories of an old world. 

In this era of super-fast trains 
that compete with airlines, there 
still lingers a mysterious attrac- 
tion to steam trains, particularly 
as the number of operative steam 
locomotives around the world 
shrinks. Perhaps the explanation 
lies in the link that they represent 
— of the modern era with a 
not-too-distant past, now rosied 
by nostalgia. 

Jordan, one of the five or six 
countries that still boast of an 
operative steam train system that 
dates back to the turn of the 
century, is striving to take advan- 
tage of the full tourism potential 
of its Hijaz Railway, which serves 
as a reminder of the nature of the 
land, its history and people. 

Driving along the main Am- 
man -Mark a road to the old air- 
port, we come across the land- 
mark railway overbridge, which, 
by coincidence or design, carries 
a large advertisement for Royal 
Jordanian. A little further, after 
labouring up the steep slope, if 
we look back we can see a strange 
assortment of old steam engines 
and wagons with a forlorn look — 
the nerve centre of what used to 
be part of the great railway link- 
ing Syria with Saudi Arabia. If 
those locomotives could speak, 
they could fill a whole library 
with works on Arab history and 
the rise and fall of the Ottoman 
empire, which once stretched 
from Istanbul to Mecca, and the 
will of the Muslim World in 
bringing a dream to realisation. 

In line with the changing times, 
the Hijaz Railway Corporation — 
a name closely associated with 
Jordan’s history — has woken up 
to the reemerging fascination 
with rail and is slowly gearing up 
to wbar could be a ’boon to the •“ 
touriSin industry of the Kingdom: 
The corporation launched' its 
tourism promotion drive three 
years ago and slowly accelerated 
its effort to encompass foreign 
tourists in coordination with the 
Ministry of Tourism and private 
tour operators as pan of the 
innovative tourism that is slowly 
taking root in the Kingdom, 
according to Abdullah Jazi, 
Director General of the corpora- 
tion. 

Historical links 

A brief review of the history of 
the railway underlines the un- 
breakable links it has with the 
beginning of the end of the Otto- 
man empire which controlled a 
major part of the Arabian Penin- 
sula at the turn of the century. 
There are conflicting versions of 
how the idea of a railway line 
linking Damascus with the Red 
Sea was conceived. While some 
historians attribute it to one Dr. 
Zimble, a German-American. 
full credit for implementing the 
project is given to Izzat Pasha A1 
Abed, a Syrian Aiab, who was a 
dose aide to the Ottoman Sultan 
Abdul Hamid, and to generous 
contributions from the Muslim 
World, which saw a great dream 
coming true with the realisation 
of the project. 

It was in September 1900 that 
the sultan announced plans to 
build 1,303- kilometre telegraph 
and railway line from Damascus 
to Medina in the Hijaz. History 
records that the original scheme 
envisaged extending the line to 
Mecca and possibly to a port in 
the Red Sea but work was stalled 
mainly due to political changes in 
Turkey. 

The main purpose behind 
building the line appears to be 
two-folded. It was not only a 
great contribution to the pilgrim- 
age flow to Medina and Mecca 
but also afforded the Ottoman 
rulers rapid movement of their 
armies to western Arabia without 
having to go through Egyptian 
waters. It took 40 to SO days on 
camel back to reach Medina from 
Damascus, and 10 to 15 days 
from Syria to the Hijaz by sea. 


With the introduction of rhe rail- 
way line, the travel time was cut 
down to less than three days. 

The Ottomans received con- 
siderable contributions from the 
Muslim World towards construct- 
ing the line in response to a call 
by Sultan Abdul Hamid who 
highlighted the religious advan- 
tages of having such a project. 

By completion in the year 
19U8. the project is said to have 
cost slightly less than four million 
Ottoman gold lira — about $32 
million those day's. It is interest- 
ing to note ihai Jinic considera- 


’’Lawrcnce of Arabia.” as the 
legendary British officer came to 
be known, used to lead small 
bands of desert warriors in 
attacks on the railwayline, cutting 
off portions of it and rendering 
other parts unrepairable in a bid 
to harass rhe Turks and impede 
their troop movements. About 
100 kilometres of the line were 
destroyed in these attacks. 

In April 3917, efforts to repair 
the damages were given up and 
ail operations along the line from 
Maan to Medina were aban- 
doned. When the war ended, the 


within Saudi territory. But work 
was again called off because of 
economic considerations. That 
appears to the last time when any 
serious practical work was done 
on the line. 

Ideas of rebuilding the railway 
have however been raised on 
numerous occasions since then. 
But suggestions remained firmly 
on paper, mostly because of Arab 
preoccupations with the end of 
the colonial era and the subse- 
quent oil boom. Ironically, one of 
the main reasons seen behind the 
lack of any movement in reviving

tion was given to possible alter- 
nate routes for the railway line 
since logic dictated that the line 
should follow the old camel cara- 
van path, which afforded water 
supply and camping sites along 
the trek. 

A total of abour 5.700 Turkish 
soldiers and officers, in addition 
to an unknown number of be- 
douin. were involved in the con- 
struction of the project under a 
German engineer, Meissner, and 
43 other engineers of various 
nationalities. 

Formidable problems 

According • to historical re- 
cords. the major problem en- 
countered in the building of the 
line was scarcity of water. A 
German engineer wrote in 1906. 
six years into the project, that 
“the further the railroad extends 
into the desen in the direction of 
Medina, the greater the lack of 
water...” But that was not 
enough. There were added prob- 
lems related to the supply of food 
and fuel, sand drifts, unruly 
labourers who wilted under the 
scorching desert sun and, more 
often that not, theft of wood 
sleepers, which were excellent 
firewood for the bedouin. 

Against all these- odds, work 
continued on the project and the 
line was completed as far as 
Medina by September 1908. The 
Ottoman rulers, however, did not 
expect the trouble that came from 
within their own ranks and which 
was to throw a spanner in the 
works of the planned extension to 
Mecca. 

In April 1909, rhe “Young 
Turks" overthrew Sultan Abdul 
Hamid. The toppling of the ruler, 
coupled with the local, commer- 
cially inspired opposition of 
camel caravan operators who had 
found themselves deprived of the 
lucrative income from Turkish 
pilgrims using their services to 
reach Mecca, signalled an end to 
all further plans of expanding the 
line from Medina to Mecca. 

AI Hussein Ibn Ali, Sherif of 
Mecca, is said to have backed 
strongly the idea of extension but 
political undercurrents . in the 
Ottoman capital laid his dream 
low. 

Strictly speaking, the railway 
operated only for the short period 
between 1908 and the beginning 
of World War I in 1914. Three 
trains ran weekly in either direc- 
tion — the trip from Damascus to 
Medina took from two and a half 
to three days. Non-Muslims were 
banned from travelling beyond 
Maan without government per- 
mission. 

When Turkey chose to side 
with Germany in Worid WaT I, it 
was also a turning point for the 
railway in that the Turkish move 
heralded destruction.

damaged part was rebuilt only up 
to Maan, which today remains 
the terminus of the line. 

Rebuilding plans 

The Muslim World revived the 
idea of rebuilding the line in 
1935. King Ibn Saud of Saudi 
Arabia and the government of 
Syria took the lead and allocated 
funds for the project, but the 
French colonial power, wittingly 
or unwittingly, undermined tne 
plan by ousting the Syrian parlia- 
ment. 

In the mid-1950s, Saudi Ara r 
bia, Jordan and .Syria again, 
sought to revive the project. A 
contract for a feasibility study was 
awarded to an American com- 
pany but for some unexplained 
reason the contract was can- 
celled. 

Again, in 1965, a British firm 
was awarded a £15 million project 
— shared equally by the govern- 
ments of Saudi Arabia, Jordan 
and Syria — to construct the line. 
A 115-kilometre stretch between 
Maan and the Saudi Arabian 
border was reconstructed in addi- 
tion to anothet 15 kilometres

network is shortage of finance. 

A meeting was he|d among 
representatives of Syria. Jordan 
and Saudi Arabia in 1983 and it 
was agreed that each country 
would shoulder the cost of “its 
portion of the line" but no con- 
crete steps were taken to realise 
the project, whose cost was then 
estimated at about $3.2 billion, 
according to some reports. 

“The idea is still very much 
alive as far as Jordan concerned,” 
said Hijaz Railway’s Jazi, speak- 
ing in an interview with the Jor- 
dan Times .this week at his office 
adjacent to the Marka railway 
station. " 

Limited activities 

Today, the Hijaz Railway Cor- 
poration’s activities are limited to 
taking tourists and Jordanian 
schoolchildren on outings and 
transporting cargo between Syria 
and Jordan. 

According to Jazi, over 20,000 
fun-seekers, schoolchildren as 
well as tourists, used the railway 
in 1987 while the total amount of 
cargo the corporation handled in 


the year amounted to about 
10,000 tonnes. 

Jazi points out that it is about 
25 to 30 per cent cheaper for 
cargo movers to use the railway in 
moving goods from Syria to Jor- 
dan than for them to use lorries. 
He also notes that the time con- 
sumed at the Syrian-Jordanian 
borderposts is cut down to about 
six to seven hours while it takes 
over 24 hours by road. The cor- 
poration operates an average of 
two to three freight trains every 
week. 

At present, the corporation 
owns four steam engines of 1050 
horsepower each — built in the 
early 1950s — and five diesel 
engines of 950 horsepower each 
— built in 1976. It has about 250 
wagons, including 50 with a 
payload capacity of 15 tonnes 
each. 99 with 30-tonne capacity, 
and 81 with 10-tonne capacity, in 
addition to eight passenger 
coaches with 30 to 35 seat capac- 
ity each. 

Jazi noted with pride that the 
corporation's inventory boasts of 
the royal coach which carried 
Prince Abdullah Ibn AI Hussein, 
rhe grandfather of His Majesty 
King Hussein, from Saudi Arabia 
to Maan in 1920. “That coach, as 
well as all our wagons and other 
coaches, are still in a fairly good 
condition,” Jazi said. “If need be, 
refurbishing and refurnishing 
could be done to make the pas- 
senger coaches more attractive to 
tourists,” he said, and recalled an 
occasion last year when a single 
passenger hired the corporation's 
services and paid about JD 500 
for a short trip through the de- 
sert. 

In fact, a closer look at the 
corporation's coaches reminds 
one of a historical museum, and it 
is a wonder that how they still 
remain in service. But then, one 
has to pay tribute to the engineer- 
ing skills of those who built them. 

According to Jazi, the Hijaz 
Railway Corporation, which em- 
ploys about 200 people of various 
cadres, does not rely on any 
government support for its opera- 
tions, managing to break even on 
its revenues and expenses. "We 
are not really seeking profits," 
Jazi added. 

The corporation's main cus- 
tomers are tour operators and 
hotels which bring in tourists with 
the added atfraction of a steam 
train ride through the desert 
thrown in as part of a tour 
package. 

For more reasons than one, 
plans for rebuilding the railway 
and realising the goal of an opera- 
tive network that could possibly 
be the Asian part of an intercon- 
tinental line appear to be des- 
tined to remain in paper for some 
time to come, largely because of 
the enormity of the costs in- 
volved. But it is a dream that 
refuses to die.

OPEC continues to pressure 
Iraq, Iran to agree oil output 


VIENNA (R) — OPEC mediators were working 
against the clock Saturday to heal a rift over oil 
output between Iran and Iraq, but prospects of a 
deal being struck before Monday's meeting of all 13 
group nations looked bleak. 


As negotiations moved into a 
third day. there were signs some 
producers might be ready to ack- 
nowledge a recent sharp fall in oil 
prices and propose cutting the 
organisation's target price by S3 a 
barrel to SIS. 

Three moderate producers. In- 
donesia, Nigeria and Venezuela, 
are searching for a formula to 
bring arch-rivals Iran and Iraq 
together, an essential first step if 
OPEC is to forge a new accord to 
cut output and" reverse the worl- 
dwide price slide. 

OPEC Secretary-General Sub- 
roto gave no hint of a break- 
through Saturday when asked ab- 
out mediation efforts. 

“We are working on it." he 
told reporters. “Everybody is in- 
terested in arriving at an agree- 
ment." 

And Iran's Oil Minister Gho- 


lamreza Aqazadeh, asked if prog- 
ress had been made, retorted: 
"Not at all.” 

The Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) has 
launched a major effort to solve 
the Iran-Iraq row. which for two 
years has undermined its efforts 
to bolster oil prices. 

Iran has rejected Iraqi de- 
mands to pump the same amount 
of oil under OPEC's production- 
sharing system. Iraq in turn has 
boycotted deals, triggering re- 
sentment and growing indisci- 
pline among other producers now 
openly flouting quotas. 

Deadlock has sent prices for 
some OPEC Middle East crudes 
skidding below SIO and delegates 
said some producers were now 
ready to concede that a reference 
price of SIS per barrel, in force 
since late 1986. was no longer 


Americans earn twice 
as much as Soviets 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
average American earned 
S 1 S ,200 last year compared with 
the equivalent of 58.362 for the 
average citizen of the Soviet Un- 
ion. the Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) has reported. 

Figures were given in the CIA*s 
“Handbook of Economic Statis- 
tics — 1988,” dated September 
and made available to reporters 
this week. The handbook said 
calculations were in terms of 
actual purchasing power, not cur- 
rency. 

The CIA calculated the total 
production of 243. S million 
Americans in 1987 was worth 
54.436 trillion, while 284 million 
Soviets produced only S2.375 tril- 


lion worth. 

The average American also 
lives longer: 75 years to 69 for the 
average Soviet, according to the 
CIA. Some other oldsters last 
longer than in the United States, 
on average — 78 years in Japan. 
77 in Italy, Holland and Canada, 
and 76 in France and West Ger- 
many. 

The CIA handbook says its 
information on communist-ruied 
countries comes from official 
data, its own estimates or esti- 
mates made by other organisa- 
tions. 

Average U.S. income was also 
greater than in any other of the 
Group of Seven (G-7) industrial 
countries.

“OPEC will study a proposal to 
slash its official price of 518 per 
barrel by S3 for the next six 
months." the Kuwait News 
Agency (KUNA) said in a report 
Saturday attributed to senior 
Gulf oil sources. 

But oil market analysts believe 
even SI5 is not a realistic target 
and are widely predicting a crash 
to as low as $5 if OPEC fails to 
mend its deep divisions. 

The original plan was to forge 
an agreement between Iran and 
Iraq before Monday's meeting, 
but delegates said chat was look- 
ing increasingly unlikely with 
neither side ready to back down. 

“Both parties arc absolutely 
inflexible and they are not going 
to give in.” said a senior oil 
analyst monitoring the talks. 

Going hand fn hand with 
mediation efforts are implicit 
threats from OPEC’s most 
powerful nation, Saudi Arabia, 
that it will flood the oil market if 
the group does not reunite. 

“Saudi Arabia is ready to see 
crude at $5 a barrel... they are not 
trying to engineer it but are pre- 
pared for it to happen.” the 
analyst said. 

“The Saudis feel the market 
needs short-tenn pain for long- 
term gain," he added. 

Saudi Arabia has already step- 
ped up its production to about 
6.35 million barrels per day, two 
million above its permitted 
OPEC quota, but reiterated its 
position that it would stick to any 
new deal if other OPEC nations 
did. 

The official Saudi Press Agen- 
cy (SPA), monitored in Bahrain, 
quoted a “responsible source" as 
saying Riyadh had not been the 
first to violate its quota. 

Several formulae for bringing 
Iran and Iraq together have been 
floated. The most often cited 
involves oil produced in the 
“Neutral Zone." a strip of desert 
between Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait. 

Output of about 300.000 bar- 
rels per day from the zone was 
sold on behalf of Iraq by the two 
Gulf producers in support of its 
war effort against Iran, but since 
August’s ceasefire OPEC has 
been deliberating on what to do 
with the crude. 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — The 
U.N. General' ’Assembly urged 
governments Friday to increase 
financial aid to Africa, whose 
economic woes remain critical 
despite a recovery programme 
launched by the world body two 
years ago. 

That programme called for an 
estimated 59 billion a year from 
external sources through 1990 
with the African nations responsi- 
ble for $82.5 billion for the 
period. 


Endorsing by consensus a re- 
port following a mid-term review 
of the programme, the General 
Assembly proposed that states 
allocate 0.7 per cent of gross 
domestic product to overseas de- 
velopment aid. 


It recommended that the Afri- 
can states concentrate recovery 
efforts on agriculture and sup- 
porting sectors, including invest- 
ment in appropriate technology, 
research and development. 

Chief U.S. delegare Lieutenant 
General Vernon" Walters said 
Africa was at the beginning of a 
reform process and it had farther 
to go before some of the key 
determinants of growth were in 
place, such as a return of flight 
capital, mobilisation of domestic 
entrepreneurship and attracting 
foreign investors. 

The Reagan administration has 
been urging the African states to 
move away from excessive gov- 
ernmental" involvement in the 
economy and to release greater 
private enterprise.

PEKING (R) — China's crude oil 
exports will fall in 1988 for the 
third consecutive year because of 
low world prices and stagnant 
production which cannot keep 
pace with domestic demand. 
Western analysts have predicted. 

China has pledged not to in- 
crease exports in its unwritten 
cooperation with OPEC. 

"China hopes OPEC and non- 
OPEC members can stabilise oil 
prices on the international mar- 
ket... we hope wc can keep our 
own level of exports stable." a 
spokesman for state-owned Chi- 
na National Petroleum Corpora- 
tion said. 

He denied Western and 
Chinese reports that Peking had 
called for an emergency meeting 
of the Organisation c*f Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) and 
non-OPEC members. 

China was one of six non- 
OPEC members to propose a five 
per cent cut in its exports last

One proposal is that Iraq be 
given what on the face of it would 
appear to be a lower OPEC quota 
that Iran, but that an allocation 
of, say.

It remains unclear, however, if 
this compromise would be accept- 
able to either Tehran or 
Baghdad. 

Saudi Arabia issued a state- 
ment Saturday reiterating its de- 
sire for an OPEC accord that 
would stabilise the oil market for 
2-3 years. 

The statement, carried by 
SPA, quoted an unidentified offi- 
cial as stressing that the kingdom 
would follow any agreement by 
the oil ministers of OPEC as long 
as the other 12 OPEC members 
followed suit. 

“We repeat and affirm what 
the kingdom declared in more 
than one official statement that it 
is fully ready to abide by what will 
be derided in the Nov. 21 meet- 
ing on condition that all members 
of the organisation abide by it 
fully and decisively, and that 
work continues with what is 
agreed upon for two or three 
years to achieve the kind of sta- 
bility required by producers and 
consumers alike," said the state- 
ment. 

The official quoted said the 
statement was meant to douse 
persistent attempts by the foreign 
media to make the kingdom the 
“scapegoat" for the deteriorating 
situation on the world oil market. 

Saudi Arabia has reiterated 
over the past year that it rejects 
the swing producer role and 
should not be asked to sacrifice 
oil revenue while other OPEC 
narions are not taking any steps 
to buoy oil prices. 

As swing producer, the world’s 
largest oil exporter lowered Us 
output when other OPEC part- 
ners exceeded theirs to maintain 
the level required to defend the 
benchmark price. 

SPA's report noted Saudi Ara- 
bia has been forced to borrow this 
year to cover a projected 35.8 
billion rival (59. 5 billion) budget 
deficit, and that the kingdom’s 
output has progressively dropped 
from a high of 10 million barrels 
per day to the present 4.3 million 
barrels per day. 


ABU DHABI (R) — More than 
100 Arab bankers met in Abu 
Dhabi Saturday to discuss ways to 
counter the domination of West- 
ern barks. 

“We arc living in a world 
where banking blocs dominate 
the scene and where small banks 
cannot survive." Adrian A1 Hin- 
di. secretary-general of the 
Beirut-based Arab Banking Un- 
ion. told Reuters. 

He said the Jbrcc-day confer- 
ence would consider the possibil- 
ity of mergers among the nearly 
355 Arab banks. 

“Bank mergers have proved ro 
be successful in many Arab states 
... but what is more important urc 


bank mergers across Arab coun- 
tries to face the world banking 
giants.” he said. 

Hindi said the Arab banking 
system was expected to come 
under more competition in 1992. 
when members of the European 
Community (EC) arc due to inte- 
grate their financial and econo- 
mic systems. 

“Wc already have banking 
blocs in the United States and 
Japan." he said. “Soon we will 
have a new strong banking group 
in West Europe. I think this 
should motivate us to work for 
creating stronger bank entities.” 

But he said a stronger Arab 
bunking system should not mean 


confrontation with Western 
hanks. 

"On the contrary, cooperation 
should include Western banks. 
We should keep in touch with 
them, adopt from them and seek 
their help to develop our ser- 
vices." he said. 

Bankers attending the confer- 
ence conceded that Arab banks 
were dwarfed by Western banks 
in the scope and style of their 
services. 

Arab banks lagged behind in 
consultancy services, foreign cur- 
rency dealings and investment 
portfolio advice, they said. 

Hindi said: “What is adding- to 


the problem (of Arab Banks) I* 
the decline in Arab funds due to 
falling oil revenues." 

Total Arab bank deposits fell 
to S174.3 billion in 1987 from 
SJ97.J billion in 1986, according 
to Arab Banking Union figures. 

Hindi said the weakness of the 
Arab banking system and restric- 
tions in some Arab states led 
governments and individuals to 
Invest in Western countries. 

He estimated that Arab gov- 
ernment and private investment 
abroad, mostly in the United 
States and Wesr Europe, totalled 
S327 billion. Individual invest- 
ments were not known, he said.

Brady sees no rise in interest 


rates. Is unworried by dollar 


WASHINGTON (R) — Treasury 
Secretary Nicholas Brady said 
Friday he is not worried by the 
weakness of the dollar and U.S. 
stock prices since George Bush’s 
election and he sees no sign that 
U.S. interest rates will rise. 

“I don’t sec anything in the 
figures right now that would indi- 
cate that the interest rates arc 
going to rise,” Brady said on 
NBC’s ‘Today’’ programme. 

Brady also said concerns in the 
financial markets about the re- 
solve of President-elect Bush to 
deal with the federal budget de- 
ficit were “overblown." 

The U.S. currency, which has 
fallen sharply since the Nov. 8 
election on concerns about the 
trade and budget deficits, has 
finned in the last two days as the 
major central banks bought dol- 
lars in the open market Thursday 
and Friday. 

“I don’t really worry about it 
very much." Brady said.

Tyson under 
pressure to 

set fight 

LONDON (R) — British boxing 
authorities are pressing the 
World Boxing Council (WBC) to 
yet a Dec. 31 deadline for 
heavyweight campion Mike 
Tyson to agree a date for his 
often-postponed defence against 
' Frank Bruno. 

The British Boxing Board of 
Control (BBBC) has also asked 
• the WBC to scotch rumours that 
Tyson might fight Brazil’s Adil- 
son Rodrigues in Rio de Janeiro 
before he meets the British title 
challenger. 

. ‘‘We have asked the WBC to 
give Tyson until Dec. 31 to agree 
a - date for his defence against 
Bruno and to insist that the fight 
takes place before Mardi 31,” 
BBBC Secretary John Morris 
said Friday. 

“We have told them we want 
confirmation of their convention 
decision of two weeks ago that 
Tyson must not only make a 
mandatory defence against Bruno 
but that he must not fight any- 
body else before Bruno,” Morris 
added. 

"There are rumours of a fight 
with Rodrigues as pan of the Rio 
festival early next year. That can- 
not be allowed." 

The board sent a telex message 
to WBC president Jose Sulaiman 
pressing Bruno's claim. Morris 
said. The title fight, originally 
scheduled for last month in Lon- 
don, has been postponed four 
times because of a series of in- 
juries to Tyson. 

They included a hand injury 
sustained in a street brawl and 
concussion from a car accident. 

A dispute between promoter 
Don King and Tyson's manager 
Bill Cayton, over a promotional 
agreement the champion is re- 
ported to have signed with King,

has held up the setting of a new 
date for the fight which Bruno’s 
camp have now agreed will be 
held in the United Slates. 

“We are getting very, very' 
concerned about the continuing 
delays," Morris said. Now it 
seems the fight may go back even 
further because of Tyson's man- 
agerial problems.” 

But Morris admitted that the 
British board had no muscle to 
back up its pleas to the WBC as it 
would not ask for Tyson to be 
stripped of his title if he failed to 
fight Bruno by March 31. 

"Stripping Tyson would not 
help Frank. Fighting him is the 
best way for our man to make a 
fortune, so a vacant title and 
elimination contests to find a new 
champion wouldn’t help," Morris 
said.

Soviets lead in chess Olympiad 

SALONIKA (R) — The Soviet Union maintained a lead of one 
and a half points after the fifth round of the men’s chess Olympiad 
Friday even though Iceland's Johannes Hjartsson held world 
champion Gary Kasparov to a draw. The Soviet Union were 
expected to increase their lead Saturday after playing an 
adjourned game against Iceland. In other matches, second seeds 
England bear rhird round leaders Romania, and third seeds 
Hungary beat Bulgaria. England and Hungary were in second 
equal position. Ninth seeded Sweden moved into fourth place 
after winning their clash with Scandinavian neighbours Denmark. 
Bulgaria dropped to fifth place. 

Schiesser takes pole at Sandown 

SYDNEY (R) — Frenchman Jean-Louis Schiesser, driving a 
Mercedes, took pole position in qualifying Saturday for Sunday’s 
final race of the 1988 world sportscar championship at Sandown 
park in the suburbs of Sydney. The Jaguar team and its leading 
driver, Martin Brundle of Briiain, have already won the construc- 
tors' and drivers’ titles respectively. 

Ski races rescheduled 

FRANCE (API — Season opening world, cup ski races, set to 
open here in less than a week, have been rescheduled for lack of 
snow, organisers announced Saturday. The men's and women’s 
super-giam slalom races, originally scheduled for Nov. 26-27. now 
are reset for Schladming, Austria on the same days. Also, two 
giant slalom races, originally set for Nov. 24-25, have been 
rescheduled for Nov. 29-30 at the French siation. The changes 
were made after an inspection of the slopes by the International 
Skiing Federation representative, Heinz Schweingruber. 


4 barred after competing in S. Africa 


CHICAGO (AP) — Three track 
and field athletes and a sports 
organiser, all from rhe LInited 
States, have been barred inde- 
finitely from all competition be- 
cause they participated in a series 
of track meets in South Africa. 

The Athletics Congress 
(TAC). the governing body for 
U.S. Track and Field, imposed 
the suspensions Friday for both 
national and international com- 
petition on long jumper Tyius 
Jefferson, distance runner Ray 
Wicksell, pole vaulterTom Hint- 
naus and organiser Dick Tom- 
linson. 

TAC also agreed to hold hear- 
ings next month in California for 
11 others who took part in the 
unsanctioned tour. 

Jefferson placed third at this 
year’s U.S. championships in the 
long jump. Wicksell is a U.S. 
citizen living in Willondale. 
Ontario. Hintnaus, who has U.S. 
and Brazilian citizenship, resides 
in California. 


None of the four individuals 
was in attendance when the panel 
decided their cases. 

TAC also disclosed that another 
participant in the South African 
events was Skip Robinson, a 
coach whose name was submitted 
to the organisation by the Asso- 
ciation of Coaches of California 
Community Colleges. 

“Because we just recently 
learned he went along on a tour, 
we didn't have time to officially 
bring him before the National 
Athletics Board of Review for a 
hearing," said Richard Hollander 
of Virginia, the board's 
chairman. 

Hollander, along with TAC 
President Leroy Walker and 
Frank Greenburg, TAC's execu- 
tive vice president, comprised the 
panel that voted on the suspen- 
sions and hearings Friday 3t a 
hotel near O’Hare International 
Airport.

England 
midfielder David Rocastle hit 
Arsenal’s third in the final mi- 
nute. 

Norwich, badly missing their 
central striker Robert Rosario, 
produced ail the constructive 
football at Goodison Park, but 
failed to clinch all three points 
despite taking a 62nd minute lead 
through striker Malcolm Alien. 

Everton equalised 12 minutes 
after Allen had struck with a 
brave header when England mid- 
fielder Trevor Steven scored with 
a 74th minute penalty. 

Norwich stayed dear at the top 
with 28 points from 13 games, but 
the draw cost them their remark- 
able 100 per cent record in away 
matches in the First Division. 
Arsenal, in second place, moved 


on to 26 points from 12 games. 

Promoted Millwall moved up 
to third on 23 points with a 
convindng 4-0 win against bot- 
tom-of-the-table Newcastle who 
dropped Brazilian international 
striker Mirandhinha for the first 
time. 

Goals by central defender Alan 
McLeary, his first of the season, 
midfielder Terry Hurlock and Ir- 
ish International strikers Tony 
Cascarino and Kevin O’Cal- 
laghan left Newcastle rooted at 
the bottom.

Charlton ahead after 46 minutes 
but John Fashanu, dropped in the 
morning, but recalled when fel- 
low-striker Terry Gibson re- 
ported unfit, scrambled a 72nd 
minute equaliser for Wimbledon. 

In Scotland, Glasgow Rangers 
were' held to a goalless draw at 
Dundee and had their lead at the 
top of the premier division cm 
back to two points.

Defending champions Glasgow 
Celtic maintained their push with 
a 1-0 win over Hibernian, lifting 
them to joint third position with 
Dundee United on 19 points.

Sukova upsets Navratilova 


NEW YORK (Agencies) — 
Helena Sukova dealt Martina 
Navratilova the crowning blow of 
a disappointing year when she 
toppled the former world number 
one 2-6, 7-5, 6-3 in the quarter- 
finals of SI million women's 
championships Friday. 

Navratilova’s defeat, her first 
in 31 indoor matches this year, 
was the second major surprise in 
two nights at the tournament. 
Chris Evert, the third seed, was 
beaten by Pam Shriver Thursday 
night. 


It was only Sukova 's third vic- 
tory over Navratilova in 24 
matches, but all have had major 
significance. 

The Czechoslovak halted Nav- 
ratilova's 74-match winning 
streak at the 1984 Australian 
Open and snapped her 69-match 
victory streak on English grass 
courts in 19S7 at Eastbourne. 

Navratilova, a Czech-born 
U.S. citizen, won the first four 
Slims Championships, but has 
now been eliminated in the quar- 
terfinals two years in a row. Last 


year, she was beaten by Gabriela 
Sabatini of Argentina. 

"I’m ticked off. - " she said. "It 
should have been a routine win, 
but I managed to lose it. I’m still 
trying to figure out what went 
wrong.” 

Her main nemesis was Soko- 
va's booming serve, which pro- 
duced 10 aces and 17 service 
winners. 

Navratilova won nine tourna- 
ments this year, but failed to win 
a major title for the first time 
since 1980.

Sri Lankans vote 
amid rebel attacks 


TRINCOMALEE, Sri Lanka (R) — Tamil separat- 
ist guerrillas attacked troops and civilians in east Sri 
Lanka Saturday in an attempt to disrupt controver- 
sial local council elections, military sources said. 


But many voters defied a 
boycon call by the Tamil rebels 
and Sinhalese extremists and 
went to the polls, said Lieutenant 
General A.S. Kalkat. comman- 
der of Indian troops on the is- 
land. 

Most polling booths in the 
three eastern districts of Batcica- 
ioa. Trincomalee and Am para 
opened about an hour later than 
scheduled because officials were 
reluctant to take their posts fol- 
lowing threats from the rebels, 
officials said. 

The Lib eratio n Tigers of Tamil 
Eelam (LTTE) and Sinhalese 
radicals, the People's Liberation 
Front, had called a strike in the 
region and warned people not to 
vote. 

The LTTE and the front both 
oppose last year’s India-Sri 
Lanka accord under which the 
council was established. 

Kalkat, who toured t he re gion 
Saturday, said: "The LTTE had 
vowed not to let the democratic 
process go through. They had 
promised a blood bath." 

He told repor ters in Trinco- 
malee the LTTE had ordered its 
gunmen to kill five civilians every 
night from every village between 
Nov. 12 and 19. 

But, the general said. Indian 
troops had prevented such action. 


Kalkat said the Tamil rebels 
launched seven attacks Friday 
morning, killing one civilian, in- 
juring two others and wounding 
an Indian soldier. 

Sri Lankan military sources 
said the guerrillas attacked five 
military camps and check-points 
of the Indian and Sri Lankan 
Forces with mortars and small 
arms at Trincomalee Saturday. 
One Indian soldier died. 

They said Tamil rebels also 
fired at three police stations in 
the Batticaloa and Am para dis- 
tricts. The police fired back and 
the guerrillas withdrew. There 
were no casualties. 

Resident of the eastern town of 
Akkaraipattu said the Tigers ex- 
ploded bombs to scare away vo- 
ters. 

Residents said m ost sh ops were 
closed after the LTTE and the 
front called a three-day work, 
stoppage from Friday to disrupt 
the poll. 

The LTTE is continuing an 
armed campaign to set up an 
independent homeland in the 
north and east where most Tamils 
live. 

The front, made up of 
Sinhalese youth, has criticised the 
India-Sri Lanka accord as a sell- 
out to India and the Tamils. 

It is conducting violent anti- 


government demonstrations in 
southern areas calling for the 
resignation of the government, 
abrogation of the pact and the 
withdrawal of the 50.000 Indian 
troops on the island. 

Earlier an Indian forces milit- 
ary headquarters at Morawewa in 
Trincomalee had come under 
attack and the Tigers were driven 
back after an exchange of fire. 

Police said the Tigers followed 
up by hitting a Sri Lankan army 
camp at Sinhapura. 

Three police stations. Valache- 
nai and Eravur in Batticaloa and 
Pottuvil in Ampara were also 
attacked. There were no casual- 
ties. 

Hundreds of Indian troops and 
police patrolled the eastern re- 
gion and some also guarded poll- 
ing booths alongside Sri Lankan 
security men. 

The voters are to elect 35 mem- 
bers to a council joining multi- 
ethnic eastern province with 
overwhelmingly Tamil northern 
province. There were no election 
contests in northern province be- 
cause various factions agreed last 
month to apportion their pro- 
vince's 36 seats before the vote. 

Ifi eastern province, four 
groups are contesting the council 
seats — the United National Par- 
ty. which is mostly Sinhalese: the 
Sri Lanka Muslim Congress: and 
two former Tamil guerrilla 
groups: the Eelam People's Re- 
volutionary Liberation Front and 
the Eelam National Democratic 
Liberation Front.

Bush courts Congress 


WASHINGTON (R) — Presi- 
dent-elect George Bush had a 
friendly lunch with House Speak- 
er Jim Wright that opened the 
way to better relations with 
Democrats who control Con- 
gress. but he concedes his honey- 
moon may be short-lived. 

After taking part in one of rhe 
nastiest presidential campaigns in 
modem history, the Republican 
showed no signs of the bitterness 
that marked his fight with 
Michael Dukakis and other 
Democrats when he went to 
lunch Friday. 

Bush appeared determined to 
try to get his relations with Con- 
gress off to a good start after 
eight years of battles between 
Democrats, including Wright, 
and President Reagan. 

Although Bush has joined dis- 
gruntled House Republicans who 
had called for an independent 


investigation of Wright's financial 
affairs, he was all smiles at lunch 
with Wright. 

"I know there are going to be 
times when we disagree but we're 
going to get off to a very good 
start.'* Bush said. "I have great 
respect for the speaker and he 
knows it." 

When asked if the meeting was 
a peace -making session. Bush 
said: “How can you make peace 
when there’s no war." 

House Republicans, who have 
been in the minority for 33 years, 
have been in a running feud with 
Wright, a Texas Democrat who 
they view as a heavy-handed 
house leader. 

Last year they had unsuccess- 
fully sought a non-congressionai 
independent investigation of 
Wright's financial dealings in- 
cluding large royalties he re- 


ceived from a book. During the 
campaign Bush agreed with 
house Republicans seeking such 
an independent probe. 

The house Ethics Committee 
has been looking into allegations 
regarding Wright but has not 
issued a' report. 

But there was no sign of that 
dispute Friday. 

During the 90-minute lunch in 
Wright's" office, with no staff pre- 
sent" there was a discussion about 
the pressing large deficit problem 
which Bush said he wants to 
tackle as a firs: priority, Wright 
told reporters. 

"He (Bush) is quite earnestly 
interested in the realities of the 
deficit.'' Wright said. "He has no 
illusions that there arc serious 
problems lying ahead he is pre- 
pared to do the serious things 
necessary to cope with them.'' 


Walesa, minister hold secret talks 


WARSAW (R) — Solidarity 
leader Lech Walesa held secret 
talks with Poland's interior minis- 
ter in an apparent effort to un- 
block stalled talks intended to 
lead to national reconciliation. 

Solidarity sources said Walesa 
and General Czeslaw Kiszczak 
tried Friday to lay the ground- 
work for talks between Walesa's 
banned trade union, the com- 
munist government, and Roman 
Catholic Church and opposition 
figures. 

"But sources close to the church 
said the two men ran into difficul- 
ties over the key problem block- 
ing talks for more than a month 
— ' ■ the governments failure to 
re-lecalise Solidarity, suppressed 
under martial law in 19S1. 

“The most difficult talks were 


on Solidarity." one of the sources 
said. 

U was not dear if there was 
progress on other issues rhat 
would help the start of the talks, 
intended to forge a national coali- 
tion to help pull Poland out of 
economic crisis. 

The meeting took place amid 
intense secrecy in the presence of 
Archbishop Bronislaw Dabrowv 
ki, secretary of the Polish 
Bishops' Conference, the sources 
said. 

The other main issues were a 
government decision to close the 
Lenin shipyard in Gdansk, where 
Solidarity was formed in 19X0. 
and the reinstatement of miners 
sacked for taking part in pro- 
Soiidarity strikes in August, they 
added. 


Disputes over both these issues 
have prevented the start of the 
main talks, proposed by the gov- 
ernment during the August 
strikes and were due to begin 
Oct. 17. 

Walesa said last week he would 
agree to meet Kiszczak only if the 
government reinstated the sacked 
miners and suspended tts decision 
to close the Gdansk shipyard — a 
Solidarity stronghold and a sym- 
bol of resistance in Poland. 

But the official PAP news 
agency said Thursday that all the 
sacked miners had been offered 
their jobs back and Walesa has 
dropped his immediate objec- 
tions over the shipyard because U 
will not finallv close for about two 


BELGRADE (AP) — Hun- 
dreds of thousands of chanting, 
flag-waving Serbs marched 
through the streets of Belgrade 
Saturday amid mounting ethnic 
tension over the future of the 
troubled southern province of 
Kosovo. 

The day before, about 70,000 
ethnic Albanians look to the 
streets in Kosovo's capital Pris- 
tina, roaming around chanting 
and shooting slogans from be- 
fore dawn until almost mid- 
night in defiance of appeals by 
communist leaders to go home. 

The Pristina protests, mir- 
rored in several other Kosovo 
towns, were sparked by the 
resignations of two popular 
ethnic Albanian leaders in the 
province, where the communist 
leadership has come under in. 


Nicaragua, 
U.S. spar 
atOAS 
meeting 


SAN SALVADOR. El Salvador 
{ API — The U.S. and Nicaraguan 
delegates to the Organisation of 
American States (OAS) argued 
Friday over a resolution ashing 
for OAS delegates in Washington 
to be granted greater diplomatic 
guarantees. 

The resolution was approved 
shortly after U.S. ambassador 
Richard T. McCormack stormed 
out of a committee session at the 
group's meeting in the capital of 
■El Salvador. 

The resolution calls for a study 
and possible amendments to cur- 
rent agreements between the OAS 
and the United States that would 
provide more diplomatic rights 
for all Latin American repre- 
sentatives to the group. 

Nicaragua actively supported 
the resolution, possibly because 
the United Stales expelled its OAS 
ambassador, Carlos Tunnerman. 
in July. 

Tunnerman, who also served as 
Nicaragua's envoy to the United 
Slates, was expelled along with 
seven Nicaraguan diplomats in 
retaliation for Nicaragua's expul- 
sion of U.S. Ambassador Richard 
Melton and seven U.S. diplomats. 

Nicaragua charged Melton with 
participating in a destabilisation 
plan against its leftist Sandinista 
government. Melton denied the 
allegation. 

McCormack Friday said he had 
no objections (o (he resolution but 
stated that “the United States has 
the sovereign right’’ to accept or 
reject the admission OAS repre- 
sentatives sent to the United 
States. 

Tunnerman responded by criti- 
cising ‘‘the abusive way” in which 
he was expelled from the United 
States by President Ronald 
Reagan's administration. 

McCormack left tbe session 
shortly before the vote was taken. 

Earlier Friday, an OAS com- 
mittee approval a report pre- 
pared by the inter-American Hu- 
man Rights Commission that ang- 
led out Chile. Paraguay, El Salva- 
dor, Cuba. Nicaragua and Guate- 
mala for human rights abuses. 

The full OAS general assembly 
meets Saturday to approve all 
committee resolutions, hours after 
leftist Salvadorean guerrillas were 
to lift a cease-fire in their war 
against tbe U.S. -backed Salvado- 
rean government.

Jury meets over computer ‘virus’ 

SYRACUSE. New York (AP) — Allegations that a Cornell 
Ltniversitv graduate student created a "virus that jammed a 
nationwide network of computers arc being investigated by a 
federal grand jury, a prosecutor said. Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Andrew Baxter confirmed the investigation Thursday but declined 
to say when the panel began hearing evidence or if anyone had 
been subpoenaed to testify. A grand jury is a panel of citizens who 
review evidence and decide whether a case should go to trial and. if 
so. which charges should be filed. Robert T. Morris. 23. is 
suspected of unleashing the virus on a computer communication 
network earlier this month. 

Marcoses appear at FBI building 

HONOLULU (AP) — Former Philippine President Ferdinand 
Marcos and his wife. Imdda. have reported to the Federal Bureau 
of Investigations (FBI) to turn over financial records and submit 
fingerprints, palm prints, voice and handwriting samples under a 
U.S. court order. FBI agents cleared the building Friday before the 
Marcoses arrived at 5:20 p.m. (0320 GMT Saturday). Mrs. Marcos 
clutched a hankerchief and wiped away tears as she walked beside 
her husband, who was seated in a wheelchair and wearing a 
neckbrace. She was followed by a nurse and several aides. The 
Marcoses were accompanied by two attorneys and several FBI 
agents who helped them make their w a v through a throng of 
journalists. The couple smiled, but refused to answer questions. 

Ex-congressman gets 8 years in jail 

NEW YORK (R) — Former New York Congressman Mario 
Biaggi was sentenced to eight years in jail Friday for extorting 
S50~000 in cash and S3 million in stock from the now-defunct 
Wedtech defence contractor. Biaggi. 71, was a much-decorated 
New York police officer before starting his political career. In 
Congress, he was an active supporter of Irish unification. He 
resigned from Congress last August after being found guilty of 
dying to turn the defence contractor into a racketeering enterprise 
that bribed him and other officials to win Pentagon contracts. He 
was also convicted of extorting 550,000 in cash and S3 million in 
stock in exchange for politicaffavours and of filing false financial 
statements. His lawyer said Biaggi would appeal. 


Vaccine found for cattle disease 

WASHINGTON (R) — American researchers have developed a 
new vaccine agains: rinderpest, a deadly disease that has decimated 
cattle in Africa and Asia for hundreds of years, a U.S- official 
announced Friday. Alan Woods, administrator of the Agency for 
International Development (AID), said the new vaccine was 
developed under a three-year 5S70.0»X), cooperative agreement 
between his agency and the University of California. "This vaccine 
has tremendous potential for saving millions of cattle worldwide 
(and) demonstrates how new technologies can help solve food 
problems." he said. Rinderpest, a German word for cattle plague, 
is a viral disease that causes bloody diarrhoea and pneumonia. It 
kills an estimated two million cattle and buffalo annually. Eradica- 
tion of the disease has long been a goal of many developing 
countries 

Relatives mark Jonestown tragedy 

OAKLAND (R) — Ten years after the Reverend Jim Jones led his 
followers to their deaths at his jungle commune, relatives and 
friends of the victims gathered Friday at the cemetery where 403 of 
the 913 who died are buried. Five relatives, including two children, 
marked the iflih anniversary of the Jonestown massacre by 
unfurling a white banner that said "We will not forget our own." 
Nearby in the cemetery overlooking San Francisco Bay stood a 
simple granite gravestone inscribed “in memory of the victims of 
the Jonestown tragedy" and surrounded by bunches of carnations 
and red roses. One of those holding the banner. Eddie Norwood, 
said he was eight years oid when he lost his grandmother and 26 
other family members in the jungle commune in Guyana where 
Jones, the charismatic leader of the People's Temple, convinced his 
followers to commit suicide Nov. 18. 1978. 

Czech blast kills 1, injures 80 

VIENNA |R) — An explosion at a crowded railway station in 
eastern Czechoslovakia Friday killed at least one person and 
injured more than SO, the official Czechoslovak news agency CTK 
said. A gas generator blew up at the station at Poprad. about 250 
kilometres east of Brno, it added. An earlier report on Prague 
radio, monitored by the British Broadcasting Corporation, said the 
blast happened in the afternoon when several hundred passengers 
were waiting for trains. 


creasing pressure from Serbian 
communist leader Slobodan 
Milosevic. Protesters con- 
tended the resignations were 
forced. 

Milosevic wants Yugoslavia’s 
largest republic, Serbia, to 
have more control over its pro- 
vince of Kosovo, which was 
granted brood autonomy under 
the 1974 constitution. Once the 
heart of Serbia’s medieval 
empire, the southern province 
bordering communist Albania 
is now dominated by ethnic 
Albanians. 

The ambitious Serbian lead- 
er, whose drive has prompted 
non-Serb leaders in Yugosla- 
via's other five republics to 
unite against him, planned to 
speak at Saturday’s rally in 
Belgrade, held to back his de- 


mands over Kosovo. 

The Belgrade rally was the 
culmination of dozens of simi- 
lar gatherings attracting hun- 
dreds of thousands of Serbs la 
recent months. 

The organisers of the rally 
have claimed it will attract up 
to one million people, which 
would be the largest gathering 
ever massed in Belgrade, the 
federal and Serbian capital. 

By mid-morning at least 
200,000 people, many waving 
banners and slogans and some 
with portraits of Milosevic, had 
massed at tbe rally site. 

Crowds brought to the city 
on free buses and trains or 
marching from their city homes 
moved in well-organised col- 
umns toward the rally site on 
Utc banks of the Sava River. 


Their constant singing 
Serbian nationalist songs and 
chants of “Slobo, Sk)bo. Slobo- 
do" resounded throughout the 

dty centre, dosed off to traffic 
for the occasion and doseiy 
watched by a heavy presence of 
uniformed and plainclothes 
police. 

“Slobo” is short for 

Milosevic’s Tirst name, while 
“Skibodo” means freedom in 
Serbian. 

Belgrade television, run by a 
staunch supporter of Milosevic, 
ran hours of five coverage of 
crowds converging on the capit- 
al, of kindergartens and free 
food organised for participants 
and of the massive security 
operation required to police the 
march. 



S. Africa treason ruling 
shocks black churchmen 


JOHANNESBURG (R) — 
Church leaders reacted with 
shock and concern to the Sup- 
reme Court's conviction of 11 
black activists of treason and ter- 
rorism after South Africa's 
longest trial. 

Judge K. van Dijkborst Friday 
found three leaders of the largest 
anti-apartheid organisation, the 
United Democratic Front (UDF) 
and one other black activist guilty 
of treason. 

Van Dijkhorst declared UDF 
national secretary Popo Molcfe. 
Publicity Secretary Patrick “ter- 
ror" Lekota. and the organisa- 
tion’s former Transvaal Secretary 
Moss Chikane guilty of treason. 

Thomas Manthata. who had 
links with black consciousness 
groups, was another prominent 


black leader found guilty of 
treason. The judge and one asses- 
sor also convicted Manthata and 
seven other men of terrorism 
after a 37-month trial. 

Tbe verdicts, all of which carry 
possible death sentences, drew 
gasps of concern from blacks, 
foreign diplomats and civil rights 
activists in the packed Pretoria 
courtroom. 

They also stunned black 
churchmen, some of whom said 
those convicted had merely pro- 
vided leadership during a cam- 
paign against a government plan 
to usher ina new constitution in 
1984 which continued to exclude 
the votclcss black majority. 

"I am shattered by the ver- 
dicts." said Anglican Archbishop 
Desmond Tutu. 


‘‘I know many of the men as 
gentle, rational people. If any of 
these people are sent to prison. I 
will not rest until I get them out." 
the Nobel Peace Prize winner 
told reporters. 

Van Dijkhorst found that dur- 
ing a 1984-86 black uprising. 
UDF leaders sought to organise 
black protest involving violence 
to make South Africa ungovern- 
able. 

The 11 defendants were found 
guilty mainly of organising mass 
protests against rent rises and 
local councillors who were re- 
garded as corrupt collaborators 
with white domination. 

Sentencing will not take place 
before Dec. 5 and the defence has 
leave to lodge an appeal before 
then. 


Protests erupt over Lithuanian 
parliament sovereignty decision 


MOSCOW (R) — Street protests 
erupted in the Soviet Baltic re- 
public of Lithuania after its par- 
liament backed away from sup- 
porting Estonia in a constitution- 
al confrontation with Moscow. 

Lithuanian sources said about 
10.000 people gathered in the 
centre of the capital Vilnius Fri- 
day after the republic's parlia- 
ment decided against following 
Estonia's controversial declara- 
tion of sovereignty, which has 
been firmly rebuffed by Moscow. 

In what' appeared to be a vic- 
tory for the Kremlin, Lithuanian 
Communist Party leader Algirdas 
Brazauskas persuaded parliament 


to adopt a compromise resolution 
saying changes to the Soviet con- 
stitution should be postponed un- 
til they had been further dis- 
cussed. 

The protest rally began within 
hours of the parliamentary ses- 
sion. Sajudis. a Lithuanian mass 
movement, issued a statement 
accusing local deputies of treason 
and saying: "Wc have treacher- 
ously knifed the Estonians in the 
back." 

Sajudis aillcd for a 10-minute 
transport strike Monday. 

But the president of Soviet 
Estonia. Arnold Ruutcl. returned 
home early Saturday from Mos- 


cow talks apparently unrepentant 
after being asked to explain his 
parliament's vote which set alarm 
bells ringing in the Kremlin. 

The Estonian parliament 
Wednesday unanimously rejected 
Kremlin plans to reform the 
Soviet constitution. It amended 
its own constitution to give itself 
the right to refuse to apply Soviet 
laws in its territory. 

In an interview with Estonian 
television. Ruutcl said he had put 
the republic's case during "good, 
constructive." talks with Soviet 
first deputy President Anatoly 
Lukyanov , according to Estonian 
sources.
